AT SHIPYARD 

Big Increase in Rivets Driven Home, But 
Soon Three Times as Many 


President Powell of the Fore River Shipyard, at a public meeting this 
week, said that the company bad shown a burst of vspecd last week that 
promised well for the promise he had made to the government, to deliver 
the finished war vessels to the government on March 1 of next year. Presi- 
dent Powell said that during the past week over 177,000 rivets had been 
driven home in llie Fore River yards, 25,000 more than during the proceed 
iog week. 

In spite of this mark. President Powell said that in six months the 
company’s employees would be called upon to set over 600,000 rivets per 
week, and to carry on their other work in proportion. 

^e told of a request received from some of the workmen during the 
past week that a substantial increase in wages must be forthcoming or the 
men would quit work. He was proud to say that these men, when shown 
their patriotic duty to the government, receeded from their demands and 
that the patriotic work of erecting war-craft was continuing uninterruptedly. 

President Powell said that on June 1, he expected to see a higher wage 
scale established in the yards, with the approval of the Navy Department. 
He was roundly applauded when he announced that the patriotic workers 
at the Fore River would stick to their guns until the national government 
had taken up the question of wages and a satisfactory adjustment was 
made.

A Famous Phrase and Its Author. 

During any political campaign one 
familiar phrase often appears in the 
public prints nnd has frequently been 
heard on the hustings — “Government 
of the people, by the people, nnd for 
the people." Its authorship is yet wide- 
ly attributed to Abraham Lincoln, 
from whose Ups It fell on the battle- 
field of Gettysburg, November 19, 
1803. That other speakers nnd writ- 
ers used it before Mr. Lincoln did is 
conceded by competent critics; but 
where did they And it? This question 
is answered as by authority in a book 
Issued last year by Dr. Frank H. Vize- 
telly, entitled “Essentials of English 
Speech and Literature.” On page 38 
of the book Doctor Vlzetelly says of 
Wycllffe: "He entered Queen’s col- 
lege, Oxford, In 1310, and in 1372 took 
the degree of doctor of divinity. Wy- 
cliffe's greatest service to literature 
lies in the fact that he undertook the 
translation Into English of the whole 
Bible. This he produced between tbe 
years 1380 and 1384. In the preface 
Wycllffe used a phrase that later writ- 
ers and speakers have attributed in 
modlfled form to Abraham Lincoln : 
‘The Bible Is for the government of 
the piople, by the people and for the 
people,’ " — Literary Digest. 

Treatment of Scalds. 

No one Is immune fiom accidents, 
and among the must cummon of these 
are the injuries caused l)y scalding. 
Tlie pain of Hie sufferer can he gn aily 
alleviated before tlie doctor arrives if 
somebody preseut knows just uliut to 
do. Scalds bliuuld he treated pru9- 
tically tlie same as burns. Tlie Urst 
step is to exclude tlie air by means 
of a covering with tlie wliite of uu 
egg, a piece of clean old linen saturat- 
ed with olive oil or even pure uiisalti-d 
butter.

collies out. Great care should he tak- 
en not to injure the loose skin cover- 
ing the blisters, us it is needed ns a 
I protector to keep the scald tiom gel- 
. ling raw.

AROUND THE GARDEN 

By L. M. BENNINGTON. 

Mark for attention next .season, or 
this fall, such plants ns seem to he a 
trifle "off" In health. Old clumps of 
perennials — phlox, nnthemis, aquilegin, 
(llceutra and many others — may need 
division of their roots and the rejec- 
tion of all that do not seem perfectly 
strong nnd healthy. This work can he 
done In April or May ns well as Octo- 
ber. 

If the flower heads of perennial 
phlox are cut away us soon as they 
have developed all their blossoms, the 
small branches which frequently form 
n little below the old cluster will often 
produce very pretty little panicles of 
bloom. Of course they will lack the 
size of the earlier clusters, but ti.ey 
will he otherwise quite ns fine ns fat 
us they go. If the old flower heads arc 
not cut off these embryo brunches sel- 
dom develop. 

In a dry season a garden always 
needs extra care. Leaves will turn 
yellow and fall and the flowers will 
soon wither and present an unsightly 
appearance ns they cling to the sluts. 
Go over the grounds nt least every 
other day and take whatever has 
fallen and remove faded blossoms. 

Keep the dahlias well tied up. Thin 
out the plants that are inclined to pro- 
duce so many branches that the nir 
cannot circulate freely through them, 
tf the season Is dry. It will be neces- 
sary to apply at least a pallful of wa- 
ter daily to each plant. Keep the 
ground well hoed nnd mulch it with 
grass clippings from the lawn. Apply 
water after sunset nnd see that it gets 
close to the base of the plants. For 
this purpose use n watering pot with a 
long spout. 

Get some of those unique Texas rain 
(Hies which bloom two or tlirco days 
after a ruin. Plant them not inter than 
the middle of June In a rich, liglit soil, 
four inches deep, nnd where they will 
get plenty of sun, and tliey \v’iil bloom 
until August. 

Well-decayed manure is a much bet- 
ter fertilizer than commercial fertiliz- 
er, because it supplies humus, thus 
Improving the capacity of the soil for 
liolding moisture and admitting tbe 
air to the roots. 

If you want a subtropical effect, 
plant a round bed with a few castor- 
oil plants In the middle, with tull- 
growlng ennnas circling them, using 
elephants’ cars for tho border. 

If you want a wholesome nnd re-

freshing perfume In the housi’, sow 
mignonette every two weeks until tlio 
middle of July; cut great sheaves of it 
every day for the living quarters. 

If you would proleng the season of 
blooming and enhance the beauty of 
the flowers, keep all soedpods snipped 
off. 

Just ns soon as the slinihs have pro- 
ducer! their nmiiml crop of blooms thi'y 
should be iiruneil, Ihimied, culllvaieil. 
ferlilizr'd and niiilelied. This also aji- 
plli's to jieremiials. 

Don’t r‘xpose palms, etc., to the full 
sunsliini' — those that have been grow- 
ing all winter and spring in the house. 
Plunge tlielr pots into tlic rsirlli to tlio 
rim and cunstnict a latli or slat limiso 
over them that will allow the sunshino 
to shift on them. This is done by 
nailing the slats two inches apart. 

One part of nitrate of soda to four 
parts bonemeul forms a fertilizer for 
11 sandy soil. Apply one ounce to 
.square yard of surface. Large anil 
hrillinnt flowers will follow the appli- 
cation of this fertilizer. 

Don’t try to grow heliotrope ia 
heavy, sour soil, but give It rich, por- 
ous earth, composed or leaf mold, thor- 
oughly rotted manure, and sand to 
make It friable. Give it good drainage 
and plenty of water and plant It in the 
sunshine. 

The best time for planting perennial 
seed Is just as soon us It matures — in 
other words, follow Nature, who caste 
her seed upon the ground, and they at 
once grow. The tender scedlinge 
should have some sort of natural or 
artifleial shade, careful watering nnd 
weeding, and by fall they will he 
sturdy plants. Even tin; hnrilicst vari- 
eties must Imve some protection tho 
first winter. 

House plants that have done duty in 
the window garden, and those intend- 
ed for duly there next winter, must lie 
given ns near a complete rest ns po.ssl- 
ble. Invite them to he lazy by giving 
them pour soil nnd only enough water 
to keep th(*m healthy. Cut buck 84*- 
verely and pinch off every bud us It 
appears. During the summer time is 
your opportunity to trim and train 
your window iilants to good form.

tangular In the main which will require 
only good, aimple coustrucUou.

of windows provided. Eacli room is 
sure to be bright ami clieerful. Tlio 
house is ratlier simple in exterior de- 
sign, lieing in the main rectangular and 
having a very simple hip roof witliout 
decoration other timn tlie small dormer. 
The walls arc finisiied with beveled sid- 
ing laid in the usual niauner witli the 
exception of tlio broad belt which en- 
circles the house Just below the sills 
of tlie second floor windows. The 
porcli roof is pructically tlie only por- 
tion of the exterlorderorated. 

The porch has m^rail and the floor 
; is of vitrified brick. Two sets of French 
doors open from the wide living room 
upon the porcli. Tlie fireplace in tlie 
living room is built into the wall op- 
IKislte these'doors. In addition to tlie 
light wiiich is admitted through the 
doors, tliere are four windows which 
add to tlie general cheerfulness of tlie 
room. Freueh doors lead to the din- 
ing room wliich is a large room having 
four windows. The buffet Is built 
against the wall under a window at 
the fur end of the room. 

There is also an entrance into the 
house by means of a stoop and door 
leading into a vestibule between the 
living room and the kitchen. There 
are two little windows in the vesti- 
bule, one on each side of the door. 
An attractive staircase is built against 
the buck wall lu tbe little vestibule. 
Near the kitchen tliere Is a dour lead- 
ing to tlie basement. 

Tbe kitchen is pructlcully square and 
is titti-d to save steps for those who do 
tlie work In this part of the house. The 
cupboard is arranged lu such a niunuer 
that its central portion is built below 
the two windows, making u liaudj 
work table where the must liglit i: 
available. Tlie sink is liaudily located 
lu the corner of the room upi>osite the 
cupboard. The rear porch is essential- 
ly another room since it is built us a 
closed-up porch which may have either 
screi‘us or glass panel sash fitted into 
the openings in its walls. This porch 
will prove to he a very handy uddltiun 
to tlie kitchen. 

On the second floor there are three 
tiedrooms, a aleepiug jiorcb and a bath. 
{ A stair hall is centrally located on this 
floor from which tbe attic is reached, 
lu case only two bedrooms are needed 
for slt-eping quarters, this plan offers 
a pleasant pussiblllty in that the large 
rear bedroom and sleeping porch may 
easily be transformed into a sc-coud- 
I floor living room with attached sun par- 
I lor. There are French doors between 
the two and plenty of windows to make 
. the combined rooms pleasant.

Brick houses grow old beautifully. 
Brick, it it is good in color and texture, 
takes on age becomingly. Brick tones 
blcacli out and grow soft as years go 
by, giving that haiipy ^ffect of fitness 
so previilent in nature. "Brand-new- 
ness” wears off quickly and a brick 
building soon sinks into harmony with 
the tree.s and flowers surrounding it. 

Brick is of every tone and hue, from 
light buff to purplish black. Bomo 
shades are beautiful and some are not, 
so the .same discriminating taste must 
be displayed in selecting brick that is 
used in selecting any other house iim- 
tcrinl. In considering brick, remember, 
first, that there is no such thing ns 
“style” in architecture. That is to say, 
Btylu in the sense that this type or that 
type is in style or out of style and ac- 
cordingly should not be used. 

Brick houses can be built of any 
shape or size, but brickwork deserves 
some consideration as to tha former. 
Do not build your brick house the 
same shape you would a frame house, 
for brick la a very different material 
from lumber. Generally speaking, 
brick houses should be of simple rec- 
tangular form, with here and there 
a plain bay window or wing. It is dif- 1 
flcult to build brickwork when the out- 
line of a building is too complex, and , 
for tliat reason the most practical de- 
signs for brick houses are somewhat 
simple in character. 

Brickwork is excellent when com- 
bined with cement plaster. This is a 
favoriie type of design in England 
where country houses are remarkably 
successful, and where the composi- 
tions .seem to harmonize so well with 
the beautiful landscape conditions. 

DONrS’ FDR HOME BUILDERS 

Serious Thought Should Be Given to 
Things That Should Be Omitted 

From New Building. 

If yon are intending to build a home, 
as doubtless you are, don’t in planning 
devote all your energies to the things 
you need In the building, but ratlier 
give serious thought to the things that 
can well be omitted, thereby saving 
you expense and future trouble and 
annoyance. Some of these are briefly 
outlined in the following “don’ts:” 

Don't, whan planning tbe home, for- 
get that there Is Just one best lay-out 
for the house on any plot, and that lay- 
out can be determined only through 
' long, patient and careful study of nil 
the surrounding condition.^. 1 

Don’t forget that tlie unsightly radi- 
ator may be successfully concealed by 
grilles. There are to be hnd special 
grille designs, suited to the various 
orders of decoration. 

Don’t, wlien laying out the lighting 
I system of the new bouse, fail to plan 
I for adequate switch control. This Is 
I one of the mo.st important features in 
the well-equipped modern home. 

Don’t, if you wish to give an air of 
spaciousness to the rooms, fall to 
eliminate all unnecessary details. 

Don't plan your new home without 
taking into consideration the' possi- 
bilities of the ground*. In these days 
of out-of-door living, the garden, the 
pergola, the sun-room, the arbor and 
the tea-room are ail really extensions 
of tbe bouse itself. 

CIvle-Industrlal Clubs. 

A survey of the interesting reports 
of the civic-industrial clubs fostered 
in Chicago's bighschools by the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce shows activities, 
actual or contemplated, which may 
broadly be characterized as follows: 
Book exchange, branch library, sav- 
ings bank, parents* and teachers' asso- 
ciation, promotional work In grammar 
schools for higbsebool work for chil- 
dren at settlement houses, ssnitatlon, 
commercial geography, promotion of 
thrift, flower planting, work for a 
longer luncheon jierlod, police and fire 
protection, survey, military fire drills, 
Christmas gifts of food, bundle day, 
improvemobt of vacant lots, advertis- 
ing committee, scholarship efficiency 
committee, general repair committee, 
collection of waste paper for library 
fund, “keep to the right” movement, 
preventing accidents and confusion in 
school life and thereby training the 
individual for tbe same practice in 
public, beautifying school grounds. In- 
formation from colleges and uuiversl- 
{ ties about ways and means of self- 
I help, use of neighborhood De-/rspapera 
I for school publicity service, birdhouses 
I in neighborhoods, Thanksgiving bas- 
kets and rifle clubs. 

For Protsetien of Bridges. 

To prevent loss of metal due to the 
cutting action of locomotive blasts, as- 
bestos sheathing has been used by 
tbe Western and Atlantic railroad on 
Its biidgeSk Tbe loss of metal is 
caused principally by tbe bloat rather 
than by corrosloo or effect of gaa. Ju- 
stead of using brass bolts as first 
planned for all cases of exposed 
beads below the sheets, a satisfactory 
protectloo was obtaloed by using a 
one-tblrd Portland cemeot mortar and 
asbestos fiber, placed as a bemispber- 
ical covering over bolt beads by uslog 
a cup-stiaped form la a small block. 
Tlie bolt protection baa remained lu- 
lact.

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HI8 HONOR, THE WALL-EYED PIKE 

My Dear Buck: 

Right at the start, old man, I must 
tell you that the wall-eyed pike is liv- 
ing under an assumed name, his real 
monicker is pike-perch, but the boys 
have sort of acquired the habit of 
calling him wall-eyed pike, and so we 
leave it go at that. Fact is, however, 
he is also known as the jack-salmon, 
glass-eye pike, yellow pike, and blue 
pike. He probably foil heir to these 
names on account of his habit of 
bumming around, making no particu- 
lar spot his home. After ho fathers 
his spring family of from one to two 
hundred thousand husky youngsters, 
and the little pikers have learned to 
wag their tails he leaves home and 
hikes out on a still hunt for food, as 
he is always hungry, having the repu- 
tation of being the heaviest eater of 
the fresh-water fish. He lives almost 
entirely on other live fish, and often 
eats his own progeny to satisfy hia 
lust for food. 

Where you find the wall-eyed In 
good numbers one day, does not guar- 
antee that they will congregate there 
the next. There la no dope on his 
route and he has no schedule. At 
times he frequents the very deep 
pools and the next day he may be 
lying off a aboal or sandbar. In no 
matter what depths of water you lo- 
cate him, however, you will find that 
he is close to the bottom. 

Wall-Eye Travela in Beheola. 

He can be coaxed into the creel with 
live bait such as mud minnows, chubs, 
shiners or small wblte-bellied frogs, 
or you can use an underwater plug 
weighted with a sinker or troll with 
a spoon. The wall-eyed seldom trav- 
ela single, invariably they run in 
Bchoola, a habit acquired no doubt 
from fear that he may mlaa a feed. 
Where you catch one, you can figure 
on more fish from the same spot un- 
til they bustle off to locate better 
feeding grounds. This hungry feel- 
ing, Buck, makes him a great little 
biter, . whach feeling ban made him 
a boon to the fisherman who can 
always count on "bringing home the 
bacon” if be locates a pike feeding 
ground. 

In the rivers be bangs out below 
rapids, dams and log Jams, where the 
current is swift, gorging on the min- 
nows, which are easy prey aa they are 
tired out with their battle with the 
swift waters. This is a fine place 
to cast for him, using live or artificial 
bait with a fair-sized dlpsey sinker to 
take the halt down deep in the water. 
He also baa a fancy for sandbars in 
the rivers and wading along a bar, 
casting on both sides, brings good 
results. 

Troll for Him In Lskes. 

In the lakes you will be more suc- 
cessful in trolling for the wall-eye. 
Live bait, plug or a spoon with a buck- 
Ull gang book makes an attractive 
lure for him. Uae your bait-casting 
rod with a trolling tip to add strength 
and reel out about a hundred feet of 
line. Don’t make the common mis- 
take of moving the boat too speedily; 
just go along fast enough to keep the 
bait moving, about one and a half miles 
an hour is right. When you get a 
strike you will notice the difference 
between the action of a bass and a 
wall-eyed pike. The pike will give a 
firm and decided tug at the line, ha 
will not dash away with the bait, right 
then la the time to strike with a 
strong, quick jerk, as the large amount 
of line out makes this necessary. 
Buck, if that wall-eye la a ten or fif- 
teen pounder, you are due to have aa 
game a piece of “fish work” on your 
bands as you could wish for. 

Caught a Big 0ns Aeeldsntly. 

Last summer I was actually forced 
by accident to land a twelve and a half 
pound wall-eyed pike, and the way this 
happened illustrates the fact that one 
must study the action of the different 
flab, eapecially the manner in which 
they take bait It was one of the hot- 
test days in July when Charley and I 
were crossing Black lake in northern 
’Wisconsin, so hot, in fact, that I 
only put a line out after old Henry 
I the local fishing expert insisted that 
I be bated to waste a minute on the 
water. We were in about thirty feet 
of water when my reel began to sing, 
there was no other action, and after 
! striking. Hen paddled back, thinking 
1 was snagged. Charley ran bis band 
along the line and gave it a Jerk to 
I loosen it, and right then things sure 
I opened up. Splash out of the water, at 
! the side of the canoe, flashed the pike, 
> and down again to the bottom. It 
was some sport with a light rod, a ten- 
I pound test bass line, and a husky 
I wall-eye. Three times I brought him 
up to the cauoe, fighting back and 
forth without any long runs, but a 
continuous bunch of snappy jerks fol- 
lowed by dives to the bottom, before 
Hen could gaff him.

Beautiful Legend Concerning the 
Peculiar Hue of the 
Tiger Lily. 

A mong the Christian legends of 
the Illy we find the origin of the 
tiger or turncap lily. All lilies 
were in the beginning white and all 
held their fair beads proudly erect, but 
on the night in which Christ suffered 
la the garden of Getbsemane some fell 
from grace. When the other flowers 
became kware of his agony, they with- 
ered away with sorrow and pity. Only 
one Illy was indifferent, and when 
those three bitter hours had passed, 
still flaunted her spotless beauty in the 
light of the moon. The soldiers came 
and as Jesus was led out from the gar- 
den of Olives he paused for a moment 
beside the tall stem covered with the 
white flowers ; for a moment be 
n them in pitying reproach for 
ndness and their hardness of 
nd touched by the love and 
t his eyes they hung their 
uud blush^ : so, to this hour, the 
descendants of this proud plant look 
down, and shame dyes their petals. 

I’^om the middle ages comes another 
religious legend of the lily. There 
was once, we read, a great monastery 
In the northern Pyrenees where the 
monks devoted their lives to study and 
to charity. And it came to pass that 
one day they found a woman dead on 
the slope of the hills, with a little baby 
boy clasped, still sleeping, in her arms. 
Filled with pity, they took the child 
home to the abbey and gave him the 
tenderest care. Years went by and the 
baby grew to be a big, strong boy, fair 
of face and form, childlike. Innocent 
and sweet, but no labor, either on his 
own part or bis teachers’, could en- 
able him to learn. Even tho prayers 
nnd psalms which he hud heard from 
his infancy seemed to make no impres- 
sion <in his mind, but ever on his lips 
were these three ejaculations: "I be- 
lieve in God ! I hope in God ! I love 
Ood !" Over nnd over he would repeal 
the words and the monks smiled indul- 
gently ns they heard his voice chant- 
ing over his three simple prayers while 
he lay beneath a tree on the hillside 
watching his sheep, or tolled, us he 
loved to toil, among the flowers in the 
walled garden. 

But one day an unusual stillness was 
noted, and going out to inquire the 
cause they found the body of the lad 
lying amid the roses, with a strangely 
wise smile on his still lips. The mo- 
nastery seemed very empty and lone- 
ly to the monks when the boy was laid 
to rest in the bare little cemetery, and 
often one or the other would steal 
away to pray beside the grass-covered 
mound, so no one wondered when they 
saw a lily growing tall and stately. 
Each one ihonght tliat one of the oth- 
er brethren hud pluntiHl the flowers 
and so paid no special IuhmI until, the 
liloKsoiiis opening, they saw in golden 
fetters clear on the petals. "1 believe.

Writings in Wondrous Book of 
Job Continue to Be Marvel of 
All the Centuries. 


/ / Y F A MAN die shall he live 
I again?" This question is from 
the book of Job, the oldest spe- 
cimen of human literature extant Ho- 
mer, one of the earliest specimens of 
Green literature, dates back to about 
800 B. C. The blind Greek epic poet 
is supposed to have been the contem- 
porary of King David, the poet-king of 
Israel. The era of Moses is about 
IGOO years B. C., or about 800 years 
before David and Homer. When Job 
was written is a puzzle to all scholars, 
as is the question who wrote the book. 

Whoever wrote it was a genius sure- 
ly. The book is not only about the 
earliest specimen of the production of 
human mind extant, but is In the form 
of a drama, a way of presenting Intel- 
lectual thoughts not known elsewhere 
until many centuries after this earliest 
raise en scene was put before tke world. 
The writer was not only a g^us but 
a man of broad and varied experience. 
He must have been "learned In all the 
wisdom of the Chaldeans," and of the 
early Zoroastriuns of Persia. 

It presents a phase of human thought 
as old as humanity. The book dwells 
upon the whole subject of evil and 
good, and presents the author of evil 
offering himself in consultation In the 
presence of the author of good. It is 
the old idea of the Zoroustrians with 
their Ormuzd and Ahriiiian. It di- 
vides liumunity Into two classes — one 
following the good spirit, the other the 
bad. Tlie drama represents the evil 
spirit arguing against tlie virtue of Job 
nnd obtaining permission to torture 
that representative of early religion 
to his heart's content in order to test 
his faithfulness to God. To the af- 
flictions of loss of property and health 
is added the solicitation of his friends, 
who urgiie with him to "curse God and 
die.” Job is proof against nil tempta- 
tion, and to these arguments of his 
friends replies, "Though he slay me, 
yet will 1 trust him." 

It is many ages since this represen- 
tation of the struggle between the good 
and the evil in man was written. Hu- 
inanity has made huge strides in knowl- 
<Hige nnd has added much to its com- 
forts in mechanical Inventions sines 
then. Huge cities have been built, 
railroads have been constructed, steam- 
ships have been built, one of which 
would hold practically all the commer- 
meretal navies of the world in the time 
of Job. In psychology uud all the 
study of the mind vast strides have 
been taken, hut in the first and great 
question we remain today exactly 
where humanity was in tliis far-ull 
time when this play was penned. 

It is not a question of intellectual 
knowledge of material scieiu'e. It is 
a question of fuitli. Some liuve this 
faculty and some have it nut, Just us 
it was in the days of Job. It is Ju-^t 
a question of which working liyputlic- 
sis Is tlie best. The materialist who 
with alembic and all the ijuruiibeiuuliii 
of a ciiemicul luliorutury or tlie scalpel 
of tlie uiiutoiiiist fails to tiiiil any spirit 
in man or any tiou tii tlie world, forms 
the working li.vjiotliesis that mutter is 
eteniul and varies in its pliuscs, wiiile 
us to Goil tliere is no sui-li tiling, Tiie 
man with fuitii in his soul hsiks out 
upon tlie universe ami us Niipohon on 
tlie desert wlio stretdieil his hands 
above Ids bead and said to the Voltui- 
riiiu Kreiicli plillosophers around idii 
who were all arguing in favor of atlie 
j ism: "If you ure rigtii, wlio luude all 
this?" so he forms his work hyiiuthesis 
iliut tliere must lie u Guii, uud from 
tills follows tile corollary that niuu haa 
an iuiuiortul part In him, too.

BLOW-OUT IN TIRES 


‘UNDERINFLATION” BENDS THE 
FABRIC AND GENERATES 
HEAT. 


Most People Owning Automobilea Ride 

for Pleasure and Are Inclined to' 
Pump Air Into Tlrea Too 
Sparingly. 

Ask a tlremaker why tires break 
down nnd he will promptly answer 
“underlnllntlon,” or “overloading,” 
which is the same thing. A highly in- 
flate tire Is almost as hard as solid 
rubber. Let out some of the air, and 
Its springiness increases. Since most 
of us ride for the Joy of it, we are 
Inclined to pump air Into our tires too 
sparingly. The car bowls along easl- 
ily; the tire absorbs nil the shocks. 
But nil the time the undeiinflnted tire 
fabric Is bending and bending at the 
sides, thousands nnd thousands of 
times, until at last the heated Interior 
walls weaken and a loud explosion 
breaks upon the air. 

That incessant bending and straight- 
ening of side walls to which a tire is 
subjected generates heat. Bend -a 
piece of wire back and forth in your 
Imnd many times, and it will become 
so hot that your fingers cannot hold 
it. Heat, similarly generated, breaks 
the chemical union between the inner | 
fabric and the outer rubber and re- 
duces a tire to separate layers. No 
longer are the strains equally distrib- 
uted. One layer is pulled 'tUs way, 
another that way — moreover, with un- 
equal forces. Blisters, corrugations, 
bumps large and small, appear on the 
surface. 

Tires are popularly supposed to blow 
nut because they have been heated by 
the sun. No tire manufacturer makes 
allowances for hot weather. It Is true 
that heat expands, but the amount of 
expansion due to the suu alone is 
negligible. A certain degree of beat is 
generated in running over the road. 
But even that dues not increase the 
air pressure as much us motor car 
owners believe. If the temperature of 
the air Is 32 degrees Fahrenheit (cold 
enough to freeze water), if the tire Is 
blown up to a pressure of 72 pounds 
a square inch, and if the rise in the 
tire’s temperature at the end of a nm 
Is 35 degrees, the total pressure with- 
in the tube will he 78 pounds, an in- 
crease of only six pounds. But If the 
thermometer records 00 degrees, as it 
often does on a summer's day, the rise 
In temperature at the end of un equiv- 
alent run will be only .S3 degrees, and 
the total air pressure 77^ pounds, uu 
Increase of only 5^4 pounds. Para- 
doxical as it may seem, the increase 
In pressure due to the sun’s heat Is not 
nearly so great as motor car users 
suppose. For a given distance. It Is 
actually less on a hot than on a cold 
day. — Waldemur Kaempffert, in Mc- 
Clure's Magazine. 

PROPER USE OF HYDROMETER 

8srvlc« Manager of Manufacturing 

Concarn Give* Important Point to 
Watch in Teating. 

The service manager of storage bat- 
tery manufacturing concern gives an 
Important hint to automobile owners 
In advising them about the use of 
their hydrometers. 

“When you use your hydrometer for 
testing your battery,” he says, “make 
your test and reading. If possible, with- 
out removing the hydrometer from the 
buttery. In this way none of the 
liquid will be spilled and the balance 
of acid and water will not be disturbed 
In your buttery. Your buttery when It 
leaves the shop new lias in It a certain 
proportion of battery add to the 
amount of water that Is in it. The 
water naturally evu]>orutes and must 
be renewed from time to time. There 
is no evuiiorution, however, to the acid 
and this pro|>ortiou should always he 
constant. When you remove your hy- 
drometer from your buttery to take a 
reading, yrm have In It both water and 
acid. It Is very easy to lose a llllle 
of this out of the bottom of the hydrom- 
eter and thus weaken the elticlency 
of that particular cell. In tnost cases 
the barrel of the hydrutueter is loug 
enough for you to see the tuurks on 
tlie flout If you stoop u little, atid the 
slight Inconvenience Is well worth the 
trouble. Never add add to your but- 
tery.” 


GOOD AUTO DONT’S 

Don’t fall to give signal with 
hand when turning or stopping. 

Don’t overtake and puss street 
cars on left. 

Don’t drive on the left side of 
street. 

Don’t cut corners. 

Don’t have your mufller cut 
out when driving. 

Don’t overload your car. 

Don't take blind curves at high 
speed. 

Don’t approach street intersee- 
tions at high speed. 

Don’t look for the leak In your 
gasoline tank with a lighted 
match. 

Don’t forget 40 turn on gaso- 
line cocks both at tank and en- 
gine before cranking. 

Look out for a cracked porce- 
lain in a spark plug. It is often 
the cause of miss-firing.

PROMOTE SAFETY IN DRIVING 

Painting of Polos Near Danger Spots 
Is Urged by Publicity Manager 
of Auto Concern. 

"With the state and county highway 
commissions exerting every effort to 
make automoblllng less dangerous by 
the eliminating of bad curves la roads, 
Improving,l)r(dges, putting approaches 
up, safety I'l^ard rails at dangerous 
fills, and painting bridges a uniform 
color for warning of an approach to 
the bridge, there Is a suggestion along 
this line that I would like to make,” 
says the publicity manager of a west- 
ern automobile concern. "The idea 
that I am suggesting for adoption by 
the highway commissions would be one 
of the greatest things in promoting 
safe driving, especially at night, and 
that is the painting of the telegraph 
and telephone poles nearest to the dan- 
gerous curve, or bridge or fill, so that 
the driver In approaching the danger 
would be warned before he has ran 
upon It. The driver will then be put 
upon his guard and he will be able to 
avoid the danger that he now encoun- 
ters without the warning signs. 

“Telegraph and telephone poles 
could be painted about ten feet from 
the ground for about a five-foot strip. 
This strip could be white with the ex- 
ception of about a foot In the center, 
which could be red. and about ten 
poles on each side of the dangerous 
place could be painted. At railroad 
crossings the railroad officials would 
be glad to co-operate, for many rail- 
road crossings are so obscured that 
the driver does not know that be Is 
approaching one until he Is right upon 
it. By using these warning posts this 
danger would be eliminated."

The automobile Is not a highly coi» 
plicated, mysterious piece of macbln* 
ery, nor are its principles of operation 
difficult to master Upon a thorough 
knowledge of these principles, how* 
ever, depends much of your pleasure 
and satisfaction with your machine, 
writes B. Bell of Lancaster county. 
Neb., in Farm and Home, Few ma- 
chines are ever worn out ; most of them 
are “kaocked out" through the Ignor- 
ance of the operator and his Inability 
to detect variations In operutiun.

TOWN MANAGEMENT. 

A town is a corporation, while the 
inhabitants are the stockholders. A 
town elects Us officers to carry on 
the business of making the town a 
paying investment. If the owners of 
the town place competent men in 
charge of the business end of the 
town the business usually pays. 

There must be the financial de- 
partment. the credit department, the 
purchasing department, department 
managers for all branches of the 
business — streets, police, fire, asses- 
sing, lighting, water, parks, etc. 

The head of the corporation, the j 
chairman of the board of Selectmen, j 
I assisted by the other selectmen, act | 
j as a board of directors, who are re- ] 
I sponsilde to the stock owners for tho 
1 manner in whUli their investment is 
, managed. 

j This hoard of directors appoints 
the superintendent of streets, select- 
ing a man who in their judgment is , 
capable of successfully managing bis 
department. The superintendent or 
chief of police is engaged by the 
town directors to carry on the husi- 
i ness of his department. If these de- 
partment managers do not make 
good they can he discharged and 
their position can he filled by those 
whom the board of directors may 
select. 

Did you ever hear of shoe workers, 
shipyard employees or clerks, choos- 
ing their manager or foreman? If 
they did have that privilege would 
they he likely to choose one who 
. would see that they earned the 
money paid to them? Would they 
I he likely to choose one who would be 
! a good disciplinarian? Hardly. They 

I 

would be more likely to choose one 
whom they felt would ease up on 
them, for he would have his bands 
til'd because he would he under ob- 
ligations, as they selected him. 

is any su|>erintendent, manager or 
chief ever selected by those who are 
' to he his subordinates? Y'ou soy 
no. Then why should the firemen of 
Weymouth select their district chiefs 
and why should the district chiefs 
select their chief? Would it not he 
better from a business standpoint for 
the hoard of Selectmen to select the 
manager or chief of the fire depari- 
iu the same manner they select 
heads of departments, selecting 
because they know he is cap- 


able of managing his department for 
the good of the town? 

Then why should he not select his 
subordinates or district chiefs? isn't 
it right, nccording to the usual way 
of carrying on a husinoss? Would not 
the capaltle chief or depart nient man- ' 
ager lie likely to choose nsslstanls 
who would work with him for the 
success of his department? Why j 
should he not select his captains and j 
lieutenants and other department 
men? Should they not be responsible 
to him? Does an army select its 
officers? 

Most of our town departments are 
run well from the top down. It seems 
as though it was time and proper, to 
systematize our fire department by 
running that from tho top down, in- 
stead of from the bottom up. We 
have capable firemen, some of them 
with the- proper iiualltles to manage 
the individual companies, and surely 
the Selectmen can choose men for 
the positions of engineer, who have 
proven by their past records they 
are fully qualified for the positions. 
Judgment, not Influence, should make 
such selections.

Experts Pin Hopes on Alcohol 
Made From Sawdust. 

METHODS BEING WORKED OUT 


Experimenta Being Carried Out in 
Great Nechako Valley of British 
Columbia Where There Is 

Big Supply of Timber. 

The development of sawdust through 
the newest sciontitic methods into a 
true grain alcohol which cun be used 
us a fuel for motor cars is now being 
-vorked out on the Canadian side of 
tlie international liouudury, according 
to ofliclals of tlio forest products lab- 
oratory of the federal forest service in 
this city, a Madison dispatch to tliu | 
Milwaukee Sentinel states. I 

An enormous supply of wood waste j 
is available in the gnnit Nuclmko val- 
ley of British Cohiiiibla, wliere tlie for- 
ests have been giving way to agricul- 
ture in part, but wliere there is still a 
great supply of timber. And it is in 
tliut region that the experiiiieiits witli 
i ie production of tiicoliol liiive iieen 
curried out. The wood waste is broken 
down by distillation, mul tlie wood al- 
coliol produced is converted li.v simple 
processes into grain ulcoliol. it is said. 

Supply of Gasoline. 

There are unmlstakalile signs that 
the production of gasoline will become 
Increasingly dllllcult. and u.s a conse- 
quence there is in the minds of many 
motor engine students tlie vague 
thought that gasoline, while tlie fuel of 
today, may have to give way to some 
other product tomorrow. 

Although the culorilic power of alco- 
hol is little more timn one-hnlf that of 
gasoline Its greater efliclency — alcoliol 
28 per cent, gnsollue 16 per cent — com- 
pensates for this. 

Waste in SawduaL 
Of all the possilde sources, the roost 
Interesting to tlie experimenters, owing 
to the low cost of raw material, is tlie 
waste from the lumber industry, par- 
ticularly that in the form of sawdust 
or small chips. This inuterlul in the 
vicinity of sawmills or wood-working 
plants is often nn item of loss, owing 
to its production In excess of the pow- 
er requirements of the plant, its vaiiie 
never rising above 50 cents u ton, even 
when used as a source of jiower. The 
disposal of this waste costs from BU 
to 00 cents a cord of 1,800 pounds, and 
the total loss from this cause is said 
to amount to about $6,000,000 annually. 

Alcohol From Sawdust. 

From experiments wideli liave lieen 
I eouducteil liy various experimenters a 1 
{ ton of dry sawdust Ims Iieen found to ' 
yield with proper treatment 20 to '2~i 
gallons of 9.5 piT cent etliyl aleoliul. By 
' H more careful saving of tlie waste in 
j the forests, it Is claimed tliut tlie 
j amount of wood wliieh might lie con- 
verted into alcohol would lie doubled,

TESTS FOR GREASE AND OILS I 

Every Bit of Material Must Conform to ! 
High Standard to Assure Proper i 
Running of Car. | 

I 

At the modern auto plant not only I 
l.s every lilt of material I’lirefully tested : 
in every possilde ni.'inner lint grease j 
and oils must conform to n high stand- j 
ard to ns.suro the proper running of tlie 1 
cur mechanism after the car goes to an I 
owner. j 

In recent tests a transmission and | 
a rear nxlo packed wltli grouse were 
left in u cold storage room wltli a 
tompernture Ixdow zero for several 
days and tlie ineclianism then re- 
moved and tlic grease examined to 
useertuin how it stood the extreme 
cold. 

Among the other tests which the 
grease candidate must survive, is the 
dynamometer test. 

The dynamometer Itself is a device 
which applies ti heavy loud against 
the engine and at the same time 
iiieiiKures tliut loud, which is ordi- 
narily greater than the average llve- 
pns.senger weight. Two transmissions 
lire used, one placed directly adjacent 
to tlie engine and tlie otlier iihuut ten 
'■•'Ot ovvuy. On the one, effect of the 
engine heat is a factor in tlie experi- 
ment, and in the other it is not. 

Tlie brake on tlie side nearest the 
wail is set, hrlnglng llie dllTerenllal 
i into constant filuy, Tliree tliermoiiie- 
ters are placed close to the parts in 
wlilcli tlie greases are lieliig treateil, 
to record llie lieat produced by fric- 
tion. If tlie mercury rises to any 
great extent nliove the teiiipcruture in 
the room, whlcli Is unvarying, tlie ver- 
dict is against tlie grease. 

SMALL LAMP FOR AUTOISTS 

Electric Light Carried on Back of Hand 
Hat Been Designed to Aid 
Orivera at NighL 

A small electric lamp, wlilch is car- 
ried on the buck of the bund, bus been 
designed for use at uiglit by automo- 
bile drivers. The habit of holding out 
tbe bund when about to stop or turn a 
corner is almost Instinctive with every 
motorist, but in tbe dark such a signal 
may be wholly invisible.

ON LEARNING FLY-CASTING. 

.Mr. Dear Buck: 

It’s somo Jump from bait-caatlng 
with nrtinclul idtiga to fly-caating with 
tho llglit, feathery imitation thatoonxea 
tho gamy tlglitera out of tho watera. 
but you cnii iimko it caay ouough, old 
man, by doing a attctch of “dry wa- 
ter" practice work on tlio back lawn 
To tho ordinary bnll-caator who bus 
accuBtnmocl hiniaelf to the stiffor. 
short ro'd, fly-caating with the nine or 
ten foot rod wcigliing from five to aix 
and a quarter ouncea acems like tho 
impoasiblo. Many are the yarns he 
haa heard about the "flno art of flali 
Ing," fly-caating; much haa been writ- 
ten about the ‘‘science’’ of tliia end ol 
tho game, in fact, tho tverngo every- 
iiow-nnd-liil*ii, week end llsliermun win 
has become proficient in bait-caatlng 
I 1 B 8 been scared to a fure-you-wcll at 
the tlioiight of learning to toaa tiis 
light files and he has stuck to bail- 
caating as tho "aafety-firat" of flailing, 
thereby missing many pleasant hours 
whipping streams. 

Practice Makes a Fly-Caster. 

Itiglit down lu rix'ks. Buck, yon 
can learn fly-caating by a little prac- 
tice with the right tackle — of courae. 
you muat not get tho bug In your 
tackle-box that this practice makes 
you an expert fly-fiahornian, but it 
gives you a start at an angle of tlie 
game to wlilch you will become a 
regular member as soon as you have 
whipped a stream or two. You ran 
learn tho action of fly-caating quite 
easily, practice will make you in a 
short time a good fly-caster, but there 
Is nothing whatever to make you 
bring homo a well filled creel, except 
tho study of fish, the streams you fish 
and tho exercising of care and alert- 
ness of mind while after tho game flsh 
that rise to the fly. 

You can whip a stream all day with 
any variety or selection of flies with- 
out creeling a flsh if you don’t know 
tho habits and loafing places .of the 
flsh and how to cast without scaring 
them to death. 

Tackle Necessary to Start. 
Probably tho best all round fly rod 
for all except tho smallest of moun- 
taln brooks, is a spilt bamboo from 
nine to ten feet, weighing from live 
to six ounces, my preferenco is the 
niiio and a half footer for general cast- 
ing, with 2D yards of waterproof enam- 
eled silk line, size E or r, according 
to tho weiglit of tho rod, E for llie 
heavier and E for tho ligliter one. An 
ordinary single action click reel of lOo 
yards capacity is necessary. Don't 
bother with a leader for tho lawn 
practice, save it for tho real flailing, 
althougli you can tie a very small 
piece of white airing on tlio end of 
the lino to locate the end easily to 
note tlio distance from your target. 

Trying Out the Cast. 

Peg down a newspaper or small 
cloth on the lawn, take a poslliou fac 
ing It, say 25 feet away, place tho reel 
on the underside of tho rod with tlic 
liandle to tho right and koop it there 
at all times. Grasp tho rod in tlie 
right hand, reel under, with tho tliurul> 
straight along the top of tlio grip 
never curved around tho grip, fast 
out about ten feet of line lotting it 
fall in front of you on a lino with the 
target, with the left hand unreel about 
fifteen feet of line— but do not pass this 
line through tbe guides and out tlie 
tip, but let It drop to the ground at 
your feet, retaining a hold on the line 
about a foot this side of the first 
guide. Point your rod at the target, 
keeping your arm as far as the olhow 
close to the body (this is essential 
the forearm and wrist must do the 
work) swing tbe rod up to a vertical 
position slowly at first, taking up 
I loose line and ending with a strong, 
quick wrlat and forearm motion. Tnis 
I throws the line in the air and the 
, swing of tbe rod carries it back over 
the shoulder, but be sure of tills 
point, stop the cast when tbe thuml> 
along the grip shows that tho rod is 
vertical; more casts are killed by too 
much of a swing over the shoulder 
than any otlier way. Tills is tlio first 
hair of tbe cast and is called the back 
cast. This cast causes the line to fly 
out behind you and tho instant you 
feel the sllgti^est tug on the rod you 
know that the line has straightened 
out behind and at this point start the 
forward cast. Make tbe forward cast 
beginning it with an easy swing put- 
. ting tbe steam on at tbe windup, stop 
I ping tbe cast with a snap when par- 
' ailel wilb tbe ground. 

• Big Points to Remember. 

Tbe main points to watcb are: Make 
tbe back caat forcibly. Not to swing 
tbe rod tack too far on tbe back cast 
(eeplug It St vertical ratber tbau back 
'arther — start forward cast at tbe 
iligbtest pull of tbe line — start fur- 
vard caat mildly, flalab it strong, and 
lot to lower tbe rtid too near tbe wa- 
p tbe wind up.

In response to a recpjcsi for Informa- 
tion as to w helher the New Enaland Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company purposed 
! plae'ng an embargo on new teleplione In- 
i stallatlons such ns was contemplated In 
I New York accoriliiig to news dispatches 
from that city, President .Spalding said: 

“During ihe last six months the de- 
mands of the public for telephone service 
have severely taxed the resources and 
abilities of the Telephone (Nrmpany, hut 
the company takes pride that It has been 
able to meet the neeits of the public. 

“There will be serious demands on the 
Company, not only for facilittea, but also 
for men to meet the preparedness plans 
of the Government, both National and 
State; and without disclosing any Gov- 
ernmen). aecrets, it can be stated that 
already a great deal of work has been 
done. The company recognizes lliat its 
primary obligation Is to the Government 
not only to furnish them with such fac- 
ilities as they may need for dlirerent klmls 
of teleplione service and equipment, but 
in addition, the conipany is arranging to 
provide a Reserve Corps for Hie Army 
and it is probable that a somewhat siml 
lar Coips will he required for the Navy.

GOOD THINGS FROM SOUR MIL 
AND CREAM. 

Tlipro arc many dishes wliicli may 
In* made wltli sour milk wideli are usu- 
ally made from 



sweet, simple snli- 
stilnling lialf tlie 
tinanlily of soila or 
a teiispooiifnl or 
two of Koiir milk, 
for tlie usual 
amount of Imkiiig 
powder reipiired. 

As tile aridity of 
milk differs, there eaii be no fast rule 
for addition of soda, usmilly a liiilf tea- 
spoonful to a etipful of milk is sulli- 
elciit. Wlicn la tioulit tidd a Idt of liaU- 
Ing powder to help in tlic rising. 

Sour eream may lie used in plaee of 
butter for cakes and various dough 
mixtures, tlie nmoiiiila varying aecord- 
liig to. the ricliiies.s of tlie eream. 

Cottage Cheese. — Tliere is no more 
tlellelous disli tiuiii Ibis when well sea- 
soned. Four two (jnarts of hot water 
into two ipiurts of iliick, sour milk, iiml 
let stand uiiin llie eurds liegiii to form, 
tlien drain tlirongli a bag and let stand 
overiilglit. .Season well witli eream, 
salt and a liit of red pt'pper, mixing it 
well until smoolli and fine. 

Cheese Balls. — Add two inlilespoon- 
fnls of sofleiu'd lint ter to a cupful of 
cottage i-lieese, unseasoned, add salt 
and red pepper, tlieii form into lialls 
ilie size of a walnut, roll in i-liopped 
mils and set aside to eool and lieeome 
linn. Serve with a lettnee salad. 

Corn Bread. — .Seiiarale llie yolks and 
wldles of two eggs, lieai the yolks, 
add a enpfni of sour milk to wliieli 
1ms heen added a half leasjiooiifnl of 
soda, stir in one-half enpfni of tionr, 
iwie cuiifnl of eornineiil, a half 
teaspoonful of .salt, beat llioronglily, 
then add the well-beaten whites of the 
eggs. I’ake in gem pans .'tO minutes. 

Breakfast Muffins. — Dis.solve half a 
tea.spoonful of soda in a cni>fnl of sour 
milk, add the yolks of two eggs, well 
beaten, stir In a cupful and a half of 
Hour and a half teaspoonful of salt, 
heat well, then fold in the whiles of 
two eggs. Bake in greased inufiin puns 
in a quick oven 20 minutes. 

A little sour milk added to the linck- 
wheut cukes adds a rich brown color 
to them, making them more palalnlde 
and more nutritious.

Fine and 
dainty edgings of lace wlii])ped to 
edges of oilierwise plain taillurs and 
cuffs and the finest of embroidered 
crei)e tslgliigs made jn.si the right sort 
of finish for them. 

These jiretty neck pieces and aid.s 
make the choicest lOaster gifts, espe- 
cially if miitle by hand. Not much em- 
broidery Is needed on any of theiii. 
Among the new jabots, edgliig.s of 
Itenalssanee laee set on to fine net 
in the Jubut, and high collars of the 
luce, are most effwtlve. Veils with 
this luce make beautiful neckwear, 
serving for the jubot set on to collars 
of net. 

New Embroidery. 

Monastery embroidery Is the name 
given to a new duridng with yarn. The 
material used fpr this embroidery is 
usually an open-meshed cloth In a nat- 
ural tan linen color. A four-fold yuru 
gives excellent results and rich color- 
ings should be used. The stitches should 
be all run in the same direction of the 
weave, but they should all be run In 
tlie same dirc-cilou. 


An iiniisinil way of serving rice in 
pudding i.s the following: Si'nson one 
pint of apple sauce with 
fourth of a cniifnl of su- 
gar. an eighth of a tea- 
spoonful of eloves and a 
'teaspoonful of cinmimoii. 
Add a pint of cold cook- 
ed rice and a half cup- 
ful of seeded raisins. 

Put all In a well but- 

tered baking dish, dot 
with bit.s of butter and 
bake. Serve hot or very 
cold with cream. 

Apricot Dessert. — Moi.sten two tn- 
blespoonfulH of gelatin with one-lifllf 
cupful of cold milk, add one and a 
half cupfuls of hot milk scalded in u 
double boiler. Soak twelve ajirlcots 

overnight In water to cover. Boil five- 

minutes in the same water wlib a Inilf 
eupfni of sugar. Use more if ilu* fruit 
Is very acbl. Cnrefnlly jieel the aiiri- 
cots, miisb. add two tablesitoonrnis of 
lemon juice niid mix with the milk and 
gidatln. Mold to harden. When serv- 
ing, turn out the mold on a platter and 
garni.sli witli sweetened wbli»j'«‘d 
eream. Sprinkle witli two tablespo>:ib 
fuls of chopped plstaeiiio nuts. 

Pineapple Supreme. — Urate a plni*- 
apple or use a can of grated plneajiple; 
add sugar to sweeten. Soak two tu- 
blespoonfiiN of gelatin in a little wa- 
ter and add to a cupful of liot milk. 
I’ool and add tlie iiiiieupple, tlieii stir 
In a i>iiit of wliipjied cream. Pack in 
a mold and set away in iee and suit 
to become firm. Occasionally open 
and stir down from tlie sliles. Wlien 
serving heap on small plates, mark 
with a fork to imitate the whole pine- 
nplile, sprinkle with macaroon cruinbs 
and dei’orate with a few green stems 
cut from citron. 

German Cheese Cakes. — Beat the 
yolks of four eggs with a pound of 
cottage cbccw*. eight tabl<*spiionfnls 
(half a cu|>ful) each of Hour and sug- 
ar. Add u little suit, a pim’b of 
ground mace or nutmeg and lastly the 
whites of the eggs beaten stiff. Add 
sufficient milk to make a butter the 
consistency of griddle cakes. Line a 
baking tin with a sheet of buttered 
poifier, spread the mixture uutforii ' 
thick, sprinkle with ground clnuaiin 
and a few currants over the tup un 
bake In a moderate oven. 

Tutti Frutti Short Cake.— Pre|)ar* 
the short cake as usual, split and but- 
ter quickly and spread at once with 
the following filling: Book together 
fur five minutes two cu|>fuis of thick 
stewed rhubarb, aud one-half cupful 
cuch of dates aud ruislus finely cbop-

Sour Cream Pie. — One en|)fnl of sour 
eream. iwo-tliirds of a cupful of sweet 
milk, oiie-lialf I’uprul of elmppcd rats- 
Ills, one and a lialf lalilespoonfuls of 
vinegar, one talilesiioonfni of Hour, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, Itie yolks of 
two eggs mid a little salt. Bake in 
out* crust and use tin* wliiles of tin* 
i*ggs for n mcriiigtie. 

Graham Biscuits. — Tak;* a lablc- 
spoiaifnl of sweet and one cni»rnl of 
sour milk, one cnitfni of graliam Hour, 
one egg. one teaspimiifnl eai’li of scala 
and salt. Mix well and Imke in wcll- 
greused hot gem pans. 

Sweet Potato Pie. — Take a enpfni of 
sour cream, oni* cniifnl sugar, one pint 
of maslied sweot potato, tlie yolk of 
four eggs, one teaspoonful of clnna 
moil, oiie-lialf a nutmeg, sail, all well 
mixed together. Bake in one crnsi 
and siireml with strained honey while 
hot. Or a meringue may la- idaeeil over 
the toll if preferred.

The old town of Weymotith wt* BtTW 
behind hand In nny patriotic nffnlr. When 
a caoee wan understood, no one worked 
more speedily than the Weymouth wo- 
man, nor accompllsht*d more. The energy 
and practical work of the present active 
and snccesafnl Special Aid Committee Is 
a part of the same spirit which animated 
the women half a centnry ago when the 
country needed help for Its soldier hoys. 
This Is shown by a curious old paper sent 
to the Library this week, dated "Wey- 
mouth, April 20, ISfil.” It breathes of 
the old Bull-slavery courage. The pre- 
amble Is In the hand of Mrs. Hannah C. 
Klfleld, and Is as follows : 

"IN OUDEU THAT NO TIME MAY 
BE l.OST In providing needed garments 
and supplies for those going fYom this 
place to fight In the BATTLES OK FKEE- 
1)0 .M a few women agree to furnish the 
sums subscribed In their names for the 
purchase of some materials for Immcil- 
late use, commencing Wednesday next." 

Ills 
signed first by Mrs. Filleld, Mrs. Emily 
Klllcld, Mrs. Maria Chapman, Miss .Susan 
Tufts and Mrs. .Joseph Loud, with sul)- 
stautial sums, followed by the names of 
Miss C. A. Ulcc, Mrs. Warren Weston, 
Mrs. T. B. I'orter, Mrs. Adoram Clapp, 
Mrs. Darius Smith, Mrs. F. E. Loud, 
Mrs. Martin I’ratf, Mrs. Lewis I’ralt, 
Mrs. Solon I’ratt, Mrs. F. Ambler, Mis. 
Faxon, Mrs. Wales, Mr. James Humph- 
reys and others, the list uufortunalely be- 
ing torn at this point. 

These Weymouth women, clubbing to- 
gether, (lulckly raised $G9 75 which was 
immediately expended In flannel, cotton 
cloth and materials which willing hands 
fashioned Into shirts and other neces- 
sities for “the boys”. They knew 
nothing of absorbent gauze and sterile 
bandages in those days, but they sewed 
heavy flannels and picked lint with a right 
good wiill .'V bit of this old lint has oecn 
saved. 

In this connection It will be interesting 
j to look again at the framed entry from 
the old (lay book in tiie Library, iiollng 
tlie departure of the llrst train with troops 
to pass tlirongli Weymontli. M.F K.

I A Hoy Scout hejdns hy Joining a tioop. The 
troop may he orKuniznl In connc'ctlon with a 
«'liurch, uelKhhorhood cent<*r, a hoy's cluh, a Y. 
M. A.. Or Independently. Three thlnus an* 
nwessary — It must have a troop committee of 
three or tiiore repn*sentnllve mon to nidde Its 
p<illcies, a s<'oulnmst«*r who will direct and su- 
fs'rvlse Us activities, and from elKht to thirty- 
two hoys. In exceptional oases there may he h‘ss 
than el«ht or more than thlrty-t\\i>. The average 
tiurnher is twenty-five.

The Movement Is Nonsectarian. 

While Scotits are slveti definite Ideals and, are 
tatiKht that they must dlstliiKttish hetween ripht 
and wroiit;, the teachlnj; they receive Is ahsidtitely 
nonsectarian. The Hoy Scout movement main- 
tains that the recognition of Hod as the creating; 
and ritlint; power of the universe, and the Krate- 
fiil iicknowledKtnent of his Ktihlunee, Is necessary 
in illrectInK the t;rowlnK boy toward the best type 
of ,'\merlcun citizenship. It Is nonsectarian, how- 
ever. In its attitude toward rellBion. Its policy Is 
that the rellKious organization or institution with 
which the Hoy Scout Is connected .shall Bive tin* 
needeil attention to Ids spiritual life. If he he a 
f'athollc, the Calhollc church should he the aB**ncy 
for his retlBlous IrainliiB. If he he a Hebrew hoy, 
then the symiBOKue will leach him the faith of his 
fathers. If he he a I'rotestant, the church of 
which he Is an adherent Is the projier orBiinlza- 
tion to Blve him an uiiderstandinB of the thliiBs 
that pertain to his iilleBiance to Hoil. 

.\fter studyliiB the .Scout law, the next sti'ii Is 
to leani the history of the Stars and Stripes and 
the forms of respect due to It. Then comes the 
tyliiB of knots. .•\ very iiraeilcal hit of knowl- 
eilBe, for a ''Branny" may spill the contents of the 
siiBiir packiiB'*. When he has met Ihcsi* reipilre- 
nients he receives the title of "Tenderfoot Scout," 
and is then entitled to wear the ollicial iiisiBiila 
of his rank. 

.\fler otie month's service as a temlcrfool. he 
may he promoted to second-class Scout as soon as 
he has letirtied eletnetilary first aid ittiil hamhiB- 
liiB, the semaphore or itilernatinnal .Morse I'ode 
for slBmiliiiB. how to follow htitiian or anitual 
tracks at the rate of at least half a tulle In twen- 
ty-five mitiutes. how to cover a mile iti I'Xiictly 
twelve mitiutes hy alternately riititdiiB atnl walk- 
iiiB fifty luices ; how to use a ktiife or hatchet 
without cuttiiiB himself or atiyhody else or datu- 
aBltiB his tool or atiythitiB ehse, how to build 
a tire In the oiien, usIiib hut two nmtehes at the 
most and no kerosene or anythiiiB which he 
could not pick up In a virBin wilderness; how to 
cook over an open lire without kitchen ut(*nslls; 
how to cam and save money, at least one dollar; 
atnl how to read a compass, namitiB from memory 
at least the sixteen prlnciiml jiolnts. 

llaviiiB earned his second-class hmlBc, he finds 
that his irouhh* — or pleasure, all accordItiB to the 
point of view — have Just IteBtin. A lirst-class 
Scout must he able to swim fifty yards, earn and 
de|)osit in a puhlh* hank at least two dollars; 
send and receive a messuBe at the rate of sixteen 
letters per minute; make a trip alone or with 
another Scout to a point at least seven miles 
away and write an account of the trip; render 
first aid ; cook a variety of palatable dishes over 
an open fire; draw and retid niii|>s; use an ax 
|iroperly ; jtnlBi* distance, size, nutiiher. heiBht and 
weiBhf within U’.'i per cent ; describe fully from oh- 
servation trees and platits, especially those which 
are es|iecially usi*ful or especially Imrmfitl; fur- 
nish satisfai'tory evidence that he has pul into 
practice in his dally life the principles of the 
Scout oath iind law; and enlist a hoy tnilned hy 
himself as a tetiderfoot.

•Such a fact hecomi*s more slBniticaiil wlu*n it is 
understood that the "Handhook for Hoys" is real- 
ly a hook «>f facts. .Scouicraft : woodcraft, wild 
life and <*fms«*rvation ; camperafi ; lu*allh ami en- 
durance; chivalry, first aid and liri*-savinB ; iiatrio- 
llsm and citizenship, are the subjects treated. 
All are pre.sented In a iticliirestpie way that com- 
mauds the attention of the most reil-hlooih*d of 
hoys. That he takes it till seriously is evhh'uceil 
hy tin* fai't that incr<*asinBl.v then* is a)i|M*arinB 
amotiB US a new kind of hoy. Inun*d to hardship 
and the dolns of the dlfllcult ; enthusiastic in his 
luirpose to keefi hlnist*lf ":ihysl<*ally stroiiB, 
mentally awake and morally siraiBht ;" nobly 
chivalrous in his rcBartl for others; t*aBt*rly will- 
liiB to <lo his duty as a citizen In his commitiiity 
as often as he has o|iportutiity. 

In a vvoril, the "Hatidhook for Hoys" is it hook 
hoys llvt* hy. In esltihlishitiB such a hook as our 
country's most poptthir jttvcnlle, the Hoy .Scoiits 
of .Xmericit have developeil a (tower for ttphiilld- 
iiiB boyhood, as inlltiential for booiI as in the (last 
the itlliplituus thriller has hecti itilhtenthll for 
evil. 

Worth-While Reading. 

It Is thi* (turiiose of the Hoy Scout movement to 
Blve educational value atnl tnoral worth to the 
hoy's itisllnctive e<|nipmcnt, chief of which is the 
play instinct. I'roadly speakitiB. tin* hoy s(iends 
his leisure time either in outdooi' diversions, or 
indoors readitiB. In "tn* instatiee, it is the hoy in 
iiction, expressiuB hituself throu'Bh his manifohl 
(day activities; in the other, a hoy's hod.v Is at 
rest, hitt hi.s mind still Boes on under the domina- 
tion of the (ihiy instinct, so that, after all, the 
hoy's recreational readinB Itilerests an* onl.v an- 
other tnanifestation of the play instinct and 
shoidil he reckotied with from the same point of 
view. 

In a word, if it is lm|iortaid to bIvi* direction to 
the (day instinct in the one Itistance, It is ei|uall.v 
im|iortant to bivc direction to it as rcBards 
the other; iind it is iti |iro|iorlloti as this is doni* 
that Bo<id is aceom|dishcd hy direcliuB the hoy 
iti his play actlvitlc*s. This Is why the mov«*ment. 
In its effort to understand and Btil'h* the hoy in 
Ids hours of leisure, has incor|iorated in Its (dans 
a readliiB proBram. .-Xtid It Is the belief of many 
that iti doliiB this the movement has nmde as 
valuahh* a coutrihution as that which already 
makes Its ieader.shl)i the most vitall.v hel|iful effort 
ever orBiinized for BiihlitiB the Instincts tind «*ner- 
bIcs of hoys in their earl.v teens.

This develop- I 
ment Is logical, since It Is wanted hy ' 
everyone coneei nod — the owner be- 
cause he wants to see what his moia-y 
Is going to buy, the builder heeause 
he wishes his client to feel that Hs 
work has fully come up to expect u- 
tion.s. 

The design shown In the aceomptiny-

Since tlip railing of the front porch 
is carried quite high, this porch may 
he well utilized as another room dur- 
ing the months when the temperatui«* 
win permit.

Years to Its Profit, and Many Other 
Cities Have Taken Up the Idea. 

“A vegetable garden for every home,” 
Is tho new slogan in Ontario, and It 
is a slogan worth while. The provin- 
cial government has launched a sys- 
tematic campaign for backyard agri- 
culture, and It proposes to show every 
householder how he may, by domestic 
farming, combat the increasing cost of 
living and the growing scarcity of food- 
stuffs, says thtf Cleveland Plain Denier. 

One of the alms of the Ontario gov- 
ernment Is, of course, so to Increase 
tho available food supply at home ns 
to enable the contribution of still more 
to the hard-pressed motherland. But 
the plan must be broader In it.s results. 
Backyard gardening pays. Cleveland 
has tried It, those five years past, to 
Its profit, and scores of other cities 
have taken up the Idea, Tho earth Is 
the source of wealth. The man who 
cultivates n plot of ground contributes 
to the welfare of nil mankind. 

The new Canadian movement owes 
Its origin to the stress of war. It Is 
the kind of movement which perpetu- 
ates itself. The man, the woman or 
the child who once knows the delight 
of growing things Is always the better 
for it, und so is his community. This 
country cun follow with profit the ex- 
ample In intensive cultivation which 
Ontario Is to furnish. 

Exterior Should Be Dignified. 

The exterior of the small house may 
ho either picturesque or formal hut It 
should be simple and dignified In either 
case. Any material may he used, as 
stone, hrlek, or wood, hut onee chosen, 
it should be adhered to.

The Executive Conimiltee met 
Momiay evening and tUe chairmen 
or representatives of four sub-com- 
mittees reported. 

An ofTcr of assistance from Troop 
.*» of tlic Boy Scouts was accepted. 
Mr. Smith of the Conservation of 
Food Supply reported the doings of 
his committee, and with' reference to 
financial liacking he was assured by 
chairmau Hcald that drafts to the 
extent of $200 would lie taken care 
of by the Finance Committee. 

The cost and supply of seeds an^ 
fertilizers were discussed, and it was 
arranged that seed potatoes would 
lie worth about $3 a bushel. 

As to plowing, the town teams 
will be available, according to the 
arrangements of Selectman Hawes, 
for two Weeks on application to the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

Mr. Wortben reported that many 
small divisions of land would be ap- 
portioned to persons satisfactory to 
tbe owners, but it is desirable that 
tbe tillers of tbe soil mean business 
and not hedge at tbe first crop of 
weeds. Tbe ides is to produce, re- 
gardless as to where the product 
goes; though of course tbe tiller 
owns his own product and after re- ^ 
tainiqg enough for bis own use shall 
release it for tbe benefit of .etObaiilft * 
a fair price. 

' Dr. Libbey lead tbe report of bis 
committee, — Hygeiue, Sanitation 
and Medicine, one feature 'of which 
was that there were available 190 
lieds, 104 blankets, 61 face cloths, 
21 nurses, 47 pillows, 141 pillow- 
slips, 250 sheets, 149 towels; 10 
churches had offered the use of basc- 
meuls, and three entire houses could 
lie used, $75 in moucy for medicine, 

■ etc. 

Mr. Dwyer reported for the Com- 
mittee oil Co-oidiuaiiou of Aid, that 
much moucy was licing raised Iiy cn- 
tcrtainmeuls, but gciieinlly the sep- 
crate organizations were wtriting for 
iustructions. As to liuanccs tlic 
cliairmaii stated tliat the Finance 
; Committee fell it could collect all the 
I money necessary, but there was no 
objection to whist parties and the 
like for picking up funds in a more 
indirect manner. 

Major Swan reported on .Beeruit- 
iiig, and deseribed the recent patriotic 
meeting. He thought perhaps one 
a week would be desirable until the 
full quota of recruits was secured. 
He asked for instructions ou the 
Home Guard proposition, ami the 
chairman turned the recruiting of it, 
as well ab a eumpaiiy under State 
I'egulations over to him ; he further 
stated that the Chief of I'olice, if the 
committee would enroll a company of 
2U0 or 300, he would appoint them as 
special ollleers for the protection of 
public works and for emergeueies ;

Chief. It was stated there should be 
about fifty men to a company in the 
Home Guard, aud that facilities for 
drilling and storage of equipment 
should bo obtained. 

In coiiuectiou with tlie patriotic 
meetings, it was suggested to ha\e 
speakers on gardening or sanitary 
matters take n minor part in the 
event, and promises were read from 
the State committee to furnish such 
speakers on practical topics as well as 
upon patriotism. It was finally de- 
cided that Major Swan’s committee 
promote the meetings and be assisted 
by the other committees. 

On the whole it may he said that 
the present sitnation is well in hand, 
and with the aid of every citizen in 
bis sphere good progress may be 
made. 

ISAAC H. WALKER. 

Isaac H. Walker, aged 81, a veter- 
an of the Civil War and a charter 
member of Post 40, G. A. It., died at 
his home, 88 Pearl street, North Wey- 
mouth, Monday mornin,;. He was 
bom in Roxbury, Dec. 20, 1835, one of 
a family of five children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Isaac S. Walker. When quite 
young he went to live in Bartlett, N. 
H. Later he returned *to Roxbury and 
teamed the trade of a coppersmith. 
In 1851 he came to Weymouth and 
bad lived here since. 

Mr. Walker enlisted June 26, 1861, 
in Co. H, 12th Massachusetts Volun- 
teers, the Webster regiment, and saw 
much active service iu .Maryland aud 
Virginia. In Septemlier, 1863, he was 
stricken with typhoid fever and was 
honorably discharged for disubllily. 

He was a charter memlier of I’ost 
40, G. A. R., of North Weymoutli, and 
Aug. 20, 1873, when it was consoli- 
dated with Reynolds Post at F]ast 
Weymouth, went with bis old com- 
rades and became an uciive member 
of Post 58. 

During more than 30 years he was 
an active member of the police force 
of Weymouth. He was in the lire 
dejiartment more tlian 10 years. He 
was enrolled in Webster Regiment 
Association and the Army and Navy 
Union. He leave.s live sons and 
daughters, and there are five grand- 
cliildren. Ten years ago IMr. and Mrs. 
Walker observed their golden wed- 
ding anniversary. Mrs. Walker died 
in 1013.

New Features In Taffeta Frocks. 

Jnst n Rlnnco nt the ohic two-piece 
frock of tuffetn, shown In the picture 
above, mi^ht lend to the conclusion 
that there Is nothing unusunl uhout It. 
It conforms to the strulglit silhouette 
and the vaguely deQn(>d waistline that 
are characteristic of the smartest 
frocks. Hut the practiced eyes of the 
critic of clothes will never dismiss this 
dress with a glance.

Spanish Omelet. 
— Separatp the 
whites and yolks 
of six eggs; heat three tahh'stiooufuls 
of cold water with the yolks, season- j 
Ing with a half feasicoonful of salt and 
a fc‘W dashes of pejtper. Stir In the | 
stlflly beaten whites very lightly. 
Have ready a steel otnc'let pan, very 
hot and lightly greasc'd with a tahle- 
«pioonful of butter. When the omelc't 
la well set on the hot tom. place In the 
oven to cook on t.-ip; then fold over 
and servo with tomato satiee wc'll sea- 
soned. To make the sauce, use a can 
of tomato, a chopped onion, salt and 
paprika and a tahlespocmful of chopped 
green pc'ppers. t’ook until soft and 
then strain. Place a tahlc'spoonful of 
butter in a saucepan ; when huhhiing 
hot add a tahlespoonful of cornstarch ; 
cook until thoroughly cookt*d, add to 
the sauce and pour over the omelet. 

For those who enjoy a sw(>et ome- 
let, Ihe following prepared ns above 
with these additions. Is very good: 
Place a half ctipfnl of lilanched al- 
monds In tho omelet pan Just before 
turning In Ihe omelet. Olve the al- 
monds a little time to become hot and 
covered with butter, hut do uot let 
them brown or the lat(‘r cooking will 
burn them, then turn In the omelet 
and proceed as before, fold the omelet 
and surround with a hot maple sirup. 
Tlie eomhiuaflon Is" especially deli- 
cious. as the nuts arc crisp and a deli- 
cate brown. 

Holland Eggs. — Heat fnnr tahle- 
spoonfuls of flour with a teasiioonful 
of baking powder and sweet milk to 
iinake a thick liatter. Add three or four 
well-beaten eggs; thin with a little 
milk and pour Into u hot, buttert'd fry- 
ing pan. Cover and set over a good 
fire. Slip n spatula under the sldt*s 
and edges and when light and puffy 
turn the whole cake deftly. When 
brown slip on to a hot plate, butter 
and sprinkle with maple sugar.

A good piece of toast Is not made 
without knowledge. A poor piece of 
toast carelessly prepared 
Is most unwholesome aud 
indlg(*stihle. 

Kread for toasting 
should be at least 24 
1 hours old and cut, then 
* 3 * 1 placed In the oven to dls- 
slimte some of the mols- 
ture before toasting. 
Then toast brown on both sides. A 
crisp, dry pltfce of toast is well mas- 
tlcatcMl In the mouth, which gives it 
Its good start In digestion. Zwleliack, 
or twice-baked bread, Is especially 
good fur the siclft as it is browned 
until all the moisture Is thrown off 
and It Is crisp to the c(*nter. 

Toast water Is often given as a 
drink lu Intestinal trouble and is |)re- 
pared by soaking toast In water, strain- 
ing the water and serving it with, or 
without, lemon Juice and sugar.

Oberlln Honey Layer Cake. — Tako 
two-thirds of a cupful of hutter, one 
eutiful of lion(>y, three eggs well beat- 
en, half a cupful of milk, two cupfula 
of flour and a tenspixmful and a half 
of baking powder. Bake In layers and 
fill with whipped er(*atii mixed with 
strained lioni*y to sweeten. 

Honey Jumbles. — Chop fine a fourth 
of a iiound each of citron and candletl 
orange iieel, place In a dish and Just 
cover with warm straliu'd hoiu*y, let 
stand overnight In a warm place. Heat 
two eggs, add a cupful of sugar, Uieii 
add the fruit and lifiuey, a little salt 
anil 2V4 cupfuls of flour sifted wIlK 
two (easpooiifuls of baking pcwvder. 
knead to a smooth dough, roll out 
very thin and cut iu fancy shapes. 

Pumpkin Pie. — To a cupful of 
pumpkin add a cupful of hon(»y, twfs 
egga, a pint of rich rnllk, a teaspoonful 
of ginger, a grating of nutnmg. and ii 
fourth of a teaspoonful of cinnamon, 
salt, mix and fill a shell. Bake slowly. 

Butterscotch. — Take a cupful of but- 
ter, two cupfuls of sugar, two cupfuls 
of strained honey, a tenspoonful of 
cinnamon ; boll ton minutes ; pour IntO' 
buttered pans and mark off In squares.

Asparagus as well ns many other 
green, tender vegetables not only adil.s 
variety and flavor 
to various dishes, 
liut supiilles ballast 
to cleanse the di- 
gestive tract Olid 
mineral salts to 
stimulate tho va- 
rious functions and 
r(*move wastt*. An 
old Homan proverb 
was, "Let It lie done quicker than you 
would boll asparagus," wlilch discov- 
ery ytairs ago lias not been Improved 
uj>on. This tender, liighly prized veg- 
etable shouhl be cooked ipilckly to 
hold all Its fine flavor and lose as lit- 
tle of Its salts us possible. The best 
iiK'thod to have the whole stalk well 
cooked at once is to put Ihe hunches 
well tied into a deep- pan, an old-fash- 
ioned tin eolTei* i»ol Is an Ideal dish, as 
the asparagus then will stand upright. 
The best sauce f«)r asparagus Is per- 
haps plain melted butter. Dipping tho 
stalks into the butter and eaten us 
one dnes eelery. The following sauce* 
Is rather dltllcult to make hut Is the 
best of all sauces for asparagus. 

Mousseline Sauce. — Take a half cup- 
ful of butter, three egg yolks, two and 
a half (nlile-'-poonriils of lemon Juic(*, u 
fourth of a teaspooiiful of salt and u 
few grains of pa|irlka, and a fourth 
of II cupful of heavy cream. (Irciiin 
four tiihh'spooiifuls of Ihe hultc-r, heat- 
ing the egg yolks in thuroughly, ono 
at a lime, then add tin* cream and .salt 
and pi pi»er. Set the mixture over hot 
1 wiitiT and <'ook until it thickens, stlr- 
, ring eonstunlly. Then heat in tho 
I lemon Juh'c and ad<l Ihe rest of th(» 
hutter in small hits, heating with a 
wlilsk. Do not reheat.

(2) The person called is on a party line and a subscrilter at 
one of the other stations is usuing the line, or 

(3) When all lines of a private branch exchange subscril^er 
are in use, or 

(4) When a call is made for a telephone, at which there is 
no one to answer, at the moment when someone else is 
also calling that telephone, or 

(6) A subscriber on the called Hue has passed a toll call and 
the line is being held awaiting its completion, or 

(6) Through an error by the subscril>er in giving, or the 
ui>erator in re|>eating, a wrong number is tested and 
found in use. 

Line Busy ’’ reports are not so frequent on calls to stations seiv'ed 
liy individual lin^. ‘‘ Line Busy ” reports on calls to 
party lines can be reduced if the joint subscribers to such 
lines will refrain from unnecassarily long and incon* 
sequential conversations.

FOOD PROOUm PBTRIOTIG 

Committee on Public Safety Urges 

Increased Planting of Staple Food 

Product! at an Economic Neoea- 

Bity and Patriotic Duty 

"Tlip most patriotic diif.v of the mo- 
ment," said .lames .1. Storrow , chair- 
man of the .Massachusetts committee 
on ptthllc safety, "Is that of Increas- 
ini? the food supply. That’s what 1 
am saying to people who come to me 
and ask 'What can I do to help'?’ 
Hero’s something that everyone — 
men, women and children — can do to 
some extent — help plant food sup- 
plies. This Is not only my personal 
opinion, but that of Governor McCall 
and of our entire executive commit- 
tee. 

“Massachusetts can increase Its 
food production threefold — maybe 
more. Just think what this means! 
It gets a strangle-hold on our old 
enemy, the high cost of living; more- 
over, every bushel of potatoes, corn, 
beans, wheat, and so on, that wo 
can raise in addition to what we now 
produce, means that, without taking 
anything away from ourselves, we 
can spare Just so much more to the 
allies who are helping us fight our 
battles. That’s why I say It Is our 
most patriotic duty of the moment. 

“We’ve got about five weeks ’ In 
which to do this job, and we are giv- 
ing our heartiest approval to the pro- 
jects as presented by our sub-coin- 
mlttee on food production and con- 
servation. This committee is head- 
ed by I’residcnt Hutterfleld of the 
state agrleultural college at Amherst 
as chairman, and has evolved a care- 
fully worked out plan of campaign. 

Why Production Has Decreased 

"They know that the food produc- 
tion acreage of Massachusetts has 
been constantly dwindling. They 
also know the reason for this fact, 
which is that the higher wages of- 
fered by mercantile institutions and 
factories in cities and towns have at- 
tracted the young men away from the 
farm. This attraction has caused a 
shortage in farm labor. The prices 
hitherto paid for food products have 
been so low that there has been no 
inducement on that score for the 
farmer to increaso or even to main- 
tain his normal food production acre- 
age. 

“Our committee on food production 
and conservation has Inaugurated a 
new ‘back to the farm’ movement. It 
not only has our endorsement, but 
our unqualitied support. They are go- 
ing to ask the fanners of the state to 
increase, to the fullest degree pos- 
sible, their acreage for the produc- 
tion of staples such as potatoes, 
com, beans, etc. When the farmer 
aaka, ‘Where am I going to get the 
labor to help me plant, cultivate and 
harvest these crops?’ the local com- 
mittee on food production and con- 
sermtlon will reply, 'We'U help you 
get it.' 

“A large' number of citiea ana 
towns now have local committees on 
public safety. Wherever there Is 
such a local committee there Is also, 
or should be, a sub-committee on 
food production and conservation. 
Our general committee on food pro- 
duction and conservation at the state 
house will work with this local com- 
mittee. It will provide it with litera- 
ture; it will help It with advice along 
any line that may be desired, even 
along this particular line of mobiliz- 
ing farm labor. 

To Mobilize Farm Labor 

“In working out this problem of 
mobilizing farm labor, we hope for 
the hearty co-operation of the manu- 
facturers of the state. Those who 
have been approached on the sub- 
ject have approved it most heartily, 
and have promised to do what they 
could to help us get farm labor. In 
some manufacturing lines we cannot 
hope for much help in this direction, 
because many manufacturers are pro- 
ducers of necessaries and require the 
full working force to that end. Uur 
brief inquiry leads us to believe, 
however, that there are more than a 
few manufacturers who, when they 
visualize the possibilities of this food 
production propaganda, will say that 
for certain periods they can spare t 
percent or 5 percent or, maybe, lb 
percent of their normal working 
force. We are making a thorough can- 
vass of the manufacturers of the 
state, along this line, through s 
committee of twenty-five, headed by 
Charles F'. Choate, the well-known 
attorney. 

“Many farmers will not need farm 
Btands for the entire summer. They 
could and would meet the desires of 
our committee with respect to in- 
creasing their acreage of food prod- 
ucts, if they could have labor mo- 
bilized for them during certain criti- 
cal period!. Thus a farmer might 
want a few men for a week during 
the planting aeasen, again during the 
cultivating aeason, agd again during 
tha bareaallag aaaaaa. Wa ar« try* 


lug to arrange nith the nianufactur- 
fv of tile state to release from fac 
lories and workshops, for these lim- 
ited periods, at factory rates of pay. 
men who have natural aptitude tot 
farm life. 

“There are a lot of young fellows In 
our colleges and high schoeds whe 
would volunteer for this sort of ct- 
foctlve service If the Importance of 
the job was properly j'resentcd to 
them. We are planning to show 
them If Is worth while from every 
point of view — the iintriotlc, thu 
financial and the healthful. 

"We rely, of course, on the Inltla- 
live and the resourcefulness of the lo- 
cal committees on food production 
and conservation to Itelp effect fitls 
desiraltle icsult, l)ut these comnilt- 
Iccs.nsa lulc, are composed of wide- 
awake, progrc.KsIvo citizens, and wo 
count on ilieir ('floctive co-operation. 

If they need help or advice, the 
general committee on food iiroducflon 
and conservation will he only too glad 
to give it. 

Manufacturer! Will Aaalst 

“.Anotlier pliase of this movement 
Is tlie assistance of manufacturers 
who own or control large areas ot 
land near their factories, and who are 
willing to give this land for the use of 
such employes as will plant it with food 
crops. The usual procedure here l6 
for the employer t(? plow and harrow 
the land and make it ready for seed- 
ing; to finance the purchase in bulk 
of seed and fertilizer and to retail 
these at cost to the employe; then 
to see that the work of planting and 
cultivating Is properly done. This 
means that the employer should en- 
gage the services of a trained super- 
visor — one who knows how things 
should be planted and cultivated. A 
great many people who are willing to 
plant are Ignorant of how to plant. 
We do not want any misused seeds 
or misplaced energy. 

“Next, of course, comes the little 
kitchen garden, which Is such a val- 
uable adjunct of the fond supply ol 
the ordinary family when luoperly 
utilized. ()>ir committee on food pro- 
duction and conservation is going to 
tell iiow to utilize such gardens. 

’ll may l)e of interest to note, in 
tills coiincclion , that there need be 
no fear of an immediate shortage ot 
seed. If local committees experience 
any difficulty along this line, they 
can secure prompt and effective help 
by commiinicating with the general 
committee on food production and 
conservation. Room 370, State 
House, Hoston. 

"The get-together spirit that has 
lieen evoked by the war Is something 
wonderful. The rich man and the 
poor man, the employer and em- 
ploye, liave united as never before in 
the last half century. I am sure they 
will see In this food production plan 
an opportunity for patriotic service," 

SOME “DO’S” AND “DONT’S” 

Sound Advice From Experts as to 
How and What to Plant 

The committee on food production 
and conservation, -which Is comiiosed 
of some of the best agricultural ex- 
perts In the state, gives the follow- 
ing sound advice to beginners; 

“Choose crops that are really 
"food” crops — beans, corn, potatoes, 
beets, carrots, peas, squash, toma- 
toes, onions and cabbage. 

From these "food" crops select 
those three or four which can beat 
be grown by people with little ex- 
perience. Of the list given, pota- 
toes, squash, onions and cabbage 
should be crossed out by the novice 
because in most parts of the state 
they are subject to disease which only 
those with experience can readily ^ 
combat. 

That leaves our suggested list as 
follows; Means , com, beets, carrots, 
peas and tumatoea. Plant heavy the 
crops which will give you, under your 
conditions, the most food. If you 
are crain|)ed for room, corn can well 
be omitted, because, compared with 
the other .live, it produces relatively 
little food for a given area. This also 
applies somewhat to peas. If the soil 
Is lumpy and soddy, your garden Is 
hot adapted to beets and carrots, fur 
they require a very fine, even soil. 

Means and tomatoes will grow and 
produce in as poor a soil as any ot 
the al)ove, but remember they will 
respond well to fertilization. Ueans, 
as well as peas, also improve, lu 
certain respects, the soil In which 
they are growing. 

One very important point in se- 
lecting your two or three crops to 
grow is to think of what crops can be 
I saved for next winter. That is our 
i reason for including tomatoes in our 
final list. They may be canned 
I whole, or as a soup, and will, next 
I winter, make many cheap foods, 

I such as rice and inexpensive cuts ol 
! meat, very palatable, besides provid- 
ing very necessary mineral acids. 

Means may be carried over to next 
winter either dried or preserved 
fresh in glass jars. Varieties of beans 
I should be chosen which are best 
I adapted to keeping for winter use. 

' Meets and carrots may be grown In 
I quantity to help reduce the winter's 
vegetable bill. They can be kept in 
I a cool cellar where there is no fur- 
' nace beat. Small young beets ma> 
be put up in glass jars. 

Above all, do not lose your bead 
and rush to buy seeds before you 
have planned your garden.

O. Ilnhlen, undoubtedly the most noted agricul- 
tural expert of our time. 

A few years ago Trofensor fictiden trebled the 
Taluc of 'the corn crop In Iowa. A little later ho 
|>at millions of dollars Into the pockets of the 
farmers of Oregon, Washington am! Idaho. As a 
Anal achievement, he Induced the farmers of 
Arkansas to adopt a system of crop dlverslllcathtn 
which resulted In an Increase of the wt-alth of the 
state of more than $.'50,(X)0,000 In a single year. 

And Professor Hf>hlen says he h:is only start»‘d: 
that It is his ambition to do as much, or more, for 
every state In the Union, and the chances are he 
will accomplish' his purpose, for he is today the 
lender in a movement for agricultural revival 
and rurid u|illft, which In Its scope and signifi- 
cance, is without parallel in this or any other 
country. What Is of ecpial importanci‘. he is at 
the heafi of an organization with prsictically un- 
limited facilities for carrying on the work. Dur- 
ing the last flirts' years he and his assistanis havt* 
co-operated in organizing anil conducting fifty-five 
campaigns for agricultural education, have spoken 
•t nearly 10,000 meetings, and in order to meet 
these engagements have traveled approximately 
1.000,000 miles by railroad and over U.'iO.tXMl miles 
l»y automohile, while their activities Imve reached 
the enormous total of G.OOO.tKX) people. 

Profes.sor Holden has been described ns the 
Burbank of the soil — the man who .set King Corn 
upon Its throne and crowned alfalfa queen.

Alreafly he had d<me much for tlie fiirmers r)f 
Illinois, liut he was not content. Men of acldcve- 
Bwnt have little time for retrospection. He saw 
the need of improving tlie quality of tlie corn and 
organi/cd both tin* Corn fimwers' as>ociatbin and 
.America's first corn-judging sdiool. He plac4-d 
corn u|)on a higher education jilane tlian Latin 
■fid (ireek, organi/cd tin* Illinois cliili for the 
ili.ssemlnation of agricultural knoi\ ledge among 
young nnm. and revived and broailened the farm- 
ers' institutes of tiie state. 

Tliqii the Iowa .State collegt' lieckoned him. .-Xs 
profes.sor of agronom> and us director of the agrl- 
culturfil extension department of that institution 
be continued the work he began in Illinois. He 
did more. He "lieat Ids own record." whlcli is a 
■lotto he hu.s tu‘ld before him since he was a boy 
In a little country school house in the backwoods 
•f Mlchtiptn. , 

He Inaugurated a better-corn campaign that is 
■nlque and mujestic in the history of agriculture. 
He shatti*re»l all traditions of extension work liy 
refusing to rely upon bulletins and other printe<l 
Blatter to carry his me.s.sage to tlie people. He 
went in person to the farmers at their liomes find 
taught them dy word of mouth. He inoculated 
rtimmerct* ar.* <ransportallon with tlie bacteria 
*f more and heller corn and set a iirecedent for 
^»ery state of the I'nioii l>y conducting tlie fir.-t 
raliway train »*ver run for tin* pqrpos,' nf .■-pread- 
Itig flic gospel of profiialde farming.

Kveii the scluiolchildren got tlieir lesson frotn 
this catiqiaign : not only a It'sson on alfalfa, hut 
on history and geograplilcal snlijects. It was a 
diversilled program that tlie ver.satlle siieakers, 
who traveled with the alfalfa special, were able 
to offer at each stop; hut, underlying every talk, 
whether it was to the hoys and girls, or to the 
men and women who had grown old on the farm, 
there was the same lesson to lie learned : "Ferti- 
lize the soil with brains." 

The result of this campaign was tliat over 200.- 
0(K) acres of land in the Inland empire, never be- 
fore In any kind of grass crops, were put Into 
alfalfa the following year. Dther fanners were 
quick to see tlie bi'netits received by those who 
tried It first, until today there is hardly a farm 
In this great agricultural section that does not 
contain at least a few acres of the wonder plant. 
I'housands of farms which had been deserted ln'- 
of the soil, worn out from constant plant- 
ing to one crop, did not 
vleld returns of any sort.

agricultural extension <leivirtment, with headquar- 
ters in Cliicago, organizeil for world-wide teaching 
of agriculture. After a period of great work in 
Illinois, and even greater work in Iowa. Profes- 
sor Holden entered upon the world’s work. 

But first there was more work to do at home, 
and Professor Holden was not long in deciding 
where to turn first. He had long known that the 
agricultural protdem of the Nortliwest was the 
one-crop system. Creat tracts of land had been 
seedi'd to wheat year after year until tlie soil 
was becoming worn out — rolilied of the elements 
neces.sary for the growl li of plant life. He de- 
cided at once that the remiidy was the growing of 
iilfalfa, thiit wonderful plant \vhi<-li is not only 
a money-making crop in itself, hut possesses tlie 
magic power of putting nitrogen and organic mat- 
ter Into the soil. Tliereupon Professor Holden 
orgiiiilzed th(> inland eiiiiiire campaign, and. in co- 
o|ieration wiili six great railroad systems of tlie 
Northwest, .started tlie cain]iaign for alfalfa on 
every farm. 

While the agricultural demonstration train in- 
aiiguniied liy Professur Holden In Iowa was a 
nilglity step forward, lie lielieved there was a still 
lietler way of reacliing the farmers. At last he 
liit upon It; the autonioliile in conjunction witli 
tlie railroad train. Tin- farmer could come to tin* 
towns wliere the trains stopped, and tliousands of 
them did. bur In many instances tliis meant a long 
trip to and from the meeting |ila<'es and |a-rhaps 
a wholi* day’s absence fn»m work. Tin' thing to 
do, then, was to go to tin* farini'r, to meet him in 
tin' fields, on his own thresliold. It was planned, 
therefore, that at every place where the alfalfa 
siiecial stopped automobiles should meet it and 
whirl the speakers to prearrangeil meeting places; 
In schoolliouses, churches, town hulls, thenters, 
liarns. out in the open fields, by the roadside. 

When u meeting was held in an alfalfa field 
tliere was no (pie.stloii of its success, as many 
good lessons Were •“Usily drivett home It.v Illus- 
trations from the growing crops. In the fields, 
too. the les.sons of iiioeiilation. tise of lime, eradi- 
cation of weeds atid titin' of cuttitig. could all lit' 
very phtinly lllu.-tnited. To supplement tills work 
tile speaker!< Il'Cd llUge cliai'ts wliieli told some 
interesting stories in a manner tliat was lndis]iut- 
able. 'I’lie big comparative figures shown on tin- 
I harts gave evi ry farmer plenty of food for 
thought. The results of various tests showed tliat 
alfalfa, whether alotu' or in combination with 
other feeds, was far and away the best food for 
tile production of pork, beef, dairy products utid 
••ggs. 

4Uie <if Professor Holden's .strong points was 
that alfalfa will act tis a land reclaimer. He de- 
clan-d that once it is given a chance it will refuse 
to be kejd off «if land that Is now eonsldered prac- 
tically valueless. Alfalfa is known to put back 
into the soil wliat otln-r criqis take out. By a pe- 
culiar process, the nodules tluit form on the roots 
of the phiiit extract Tiltrogeii irom the air and de- 
jsi.sit It In the soil. .\tid nitrogen is what other 
clops need. 

'I'he regular .scbeilule fif the alfalfa sp«'ciul in- 
cluded froiu six to eight stops a day. thus allow- 
ing for from t'lii to Tjii meetings, according to the

PLANT GRAPEVINES 
BEAUTY 


To me the wild grapevine produces 1 
the sweetest odor of any plant In ex- | 
istence. The wild grape is a bandy 
vine, growing with scarcely any at- 
tention. It can be made to cover a 
Side fence as a dense hetlge, or trained 
over a trellis or up shade trees. 

Young plants may be secured in al- 
mo.st any wood or iiit'iig bushy fence 
rows. They are transplanted in late 
fall or winter. Ornpt*vlnes of every tie- 
scriptlon are attractive, however. The 
blue grape with its vvealtli of Itisclous 
fruit should find a place on tbe home 
grounds. 

FOR THE AMATEUR GROWER 

By LIMA R. ROSE. 

Flowers should have a friable, very 
fertile soil in which to grow. They 
often make n brave display in rather 
poor soil, but they appreciate good 
care. 

Do not plant flower plants too close 
together. Verbenas shouhl be at least 
18 Inches apart; petunias the same; 
phlox a foot; pansies 10 Inches; zin- 
nias 18 Inches; niarigohl 2 feet; pop- 
pies 10 Inches, If flowers are too clo.se 
in the bed tliey will not make thrifty 
growth nor will the flowers be us 
large ami plentiful. 

Keep flower beds out of the center 
of the lawn. They show with bt*ttt*r 
effect if u.st*d ns borilers for walks 
and around the sides of the lawn. 

Do you want a soft, thick turf on 
your lawn? If so. tuow often with a 
lawn mower and let the clippings lie 
where tliey fall. Tliey will soon settle 
in the grass and afti'r uvvliile they 
will make a cushiony soft coat, whicli 
keeps Hie soil from tlrying out too 
much, anti fertilizes it as they decay. 

If the lawn is a little bumpy, fill the 
deprt*s.sions a little at a time with a 
fine garilt*n soil. Put half an Inch tif 
soil on at a time, and let the gra.ss 
grow Uirough it before putting on any 
more. In this way a lawn can be 
made smooth in the course of a st'uson 
or two without being torn up and lying 
bare fur munlhs. 

Du not plant shade trees too near 
the house. Hive the air a chance to 
circulate round and through the house. 
Set the trees so us to shade windows 
during the hutti*st hours, if you want 
them shaded, but never close enough | 


to prevent the air from entering the 
wintlows freely. 

It is a mistaken idea that Ivy vine.s 
keep the house damp. They keep 
It dry, ns the little suckers, which 
cling to the walls, suck the moisture 
from the walls instead of attracting it 
to them. 

As soon ns the potted plant fills the 
pot In which it is planted with roots, 
give them a larger pot or prune it 
tiown anti prune the mots so ns to 
make fewer of thi*m. Unless this is 
ilone the plant soon becomes pot- 
bound and begins to deteriorate. 

Heranlums grow very easy from 
seeds, as do coleuses. Plant the seed 
in very fine soil in a box, covering tbe 
box with glass, or, better yet, muslia 
stretched over a frame. Give the lit- 
tle plants plenty of air ns soon as they 
begin to throw out the third leaf. 
Many interesting varieties may be 
grown in this way. 

1 like to see flowers about a house 
and doorway. I do not remember to 
have ever seen an anarchist wearing 
a buttonhole bouquet or a very had 
citizen whose house and yard cun- 
talneil flowers. 

Balsams show to best advantage 
when they are prunt*d to one straight 
stem. Pinch off every side branch, 
and the single stalk left will be com- 
pletely covered with a mass of bloom. 

All flowers keep In bloom much 
longer, ami the flowers are larger, if 
not nllowi'd to ftirm set*ils. Pinch off 
every flower as soon as it begins to 
fade. 'I'his is especially true of sweet 
peas anti pansies. 

HOW ABOUT A SMALL WATER 
GARDEN? 

A miniature water garden Is practi- 
cal and will provt* most intt*rt*sHiig, 
neciling less attt*nHon tliarr a Hower 
bed of Hie same* size*. Have a sugar 
or vinegar liarri*! cut In two, or usi* 
a \Mititlen tub. Sink this In Hit* still. 
Makti a iiottlng box aliout 12 incht*s 
Kiimire and till with ricli mud from a 
poml, or use half-inch loam, mltling to 
till* mud tir loam alioiit tme-lhirtl of 
wt'll-rotte*tl manure. 

Plant the nymplii‘a root In this and 
place in the tuli; till with water until 
it is two or three liichi*s ilt*ep over the 
root. When Hie growth coinmenct*s 
ami the li'avi*s upiicar, water may be 
atlileil from time to time until the tub 
Is full. Never change the water, sim- 
ply replace that which evaporates.

NO PONY EXPRESS LICENSES 

Efforts of Ghurclies and Pastors Soccossful at 
Mooting of tho Board of Soloctmon 


At a meeting of the Board of Select- 
men on Monday, numerous protests 
were presented against the granting 
of express licenses for the transpor- 
tation of liquor Into tho town. Hither- 
to every town has been compelled by 
•law to grant "one or more,” but by 
the new law of 1917, secured by the 
combined temperance forces of the 
State, and approved last week by Gov. 
McCall, the word “shaU" is changed 
to "may,” and thus the granting of li- 
censes becomes optional with each 
local board of Selectmen, according to 
local sentiment. 

That W'eyniouth is strongly opimsed 
to the express liquor business, as car- 
rfed cn, was abundantly clear at the 
hearing. The two j)rominent forces 
concerned for the moral welfare of the 
tow^ — the police department and the 
churches — united in emphatic protest. 
C'hief-of-Pollce Pratt urged the Impor- 
tance of stopping the legalized Inflow 
of liquor by the expresses in order to 
prevc nt its unlawful sale. 

Rev. Henry C. Alvord of the Old 
South church ppened the arguments 
for the churches, and stated that this 
question had been taken up on Sunday 
by the Protestant churches of Wey- 
mouth, and resolutions of protest by 
the church congregations, men’s Bible 
classes and young people's societies 
had been unanimously passed, while 
petitions by voters bad been signed by 
many since Saturday, when tbe mat- 
ter was first defli\itely considered. 
Some of tbe churches whose pastors 
or representatives in some cases were 
unable to be present, had sent their 
protests. These included the Congre- 
gational church at East Weymouth, 
the Porter M. E. church, and the Bap- 
tist church at Weymouth. Some were 
indirectly represented. 

Committees of the churches follow- 
ed with strong pleas in opposition, re- 
ferring to Weymouth’s no-license rec- 
ord, the curse of liquor, and the pres- 
ent conditions, calling for war prohi- 
bition. Tbe sentiment of the people 
was i-hown in one statement made that 


one of the petitions was presented con- 
secutively to 48 voters and 47 signed 
the petition, the one declining being a 
druggist. 

Those speaking included Rev. J. W. 
Lees and Harold Ruggles of the Old 
Soutb church: Rev. O. A. Price and 
Roy Mooar of the Union church: Rev. 
Chas. Clark of the Pilgrim church: 
Rev. Edward Yaeger of the Old North 
church: Rev. J. Homer Slutz, C. R. 
Denbroeder, J. A. Cushing, L. W. Cain 
and B. B. Sylvester of the M. E. 
church: Norman Dlzer of the Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endea- 
vor: F. H. Westcott of the Union 
church of Weymouth and Braintree, 
and Josiah Tirrell. 

In closing the testimony, Mr. Alvord 
made the following summary: "Public 
morals are vital to the welfare of the 
community. Liquor stands overwhelm- 
ingly condemned in the cour^ of e.t- 
perience as guilty of stupendous wrong 
doing. Weymouth has long voted No- 
Llcense as to its stationary handling in 
saloons. Hitherto the law has forbid- 
den No-License as to its portable fea- 
tures. It is now possible by the new 
permissive law for Weymouth and 
other dry towns to wipe out this In- 
consistency and absurdity, and have 
No-License all along the line. By so 
doing the cause of great discourage- 
ment will be removed from tbe police 
department, which, by the voice of ^e 
chief here today, strongly opposes li- 
censes. It will take away temptation 
from many places and many people. 

"The impression made by pony ex- 
presses in Weymouth and through the 
state has been so very unfavorable 
that the new law has been passed. 
Weymouth has become sick and tired 
of this express liquor business, and its 
public sentiment, as expressed through 
its churches and petitioning voters, 
not only anticipates from you complete 
No-License, but assures you of hearty 
moral support in your stand for It.” 

Later in the afternoon tbe Board of 
Selectmen voted not to grant any ex- 
press liquor licenses for the year be- 
ginning May 1.

John Murray Whitcomb, aged 7G, 
veteran of the Civil War, past com- 
mander of Reynolds Post 58, G. A. U., 
and for more than 40 years inspector 
at the Boston Customhouse, died Wed- 
nesday morning at his home, 61 Pond 
-South Weymouth. He was 
01^ -H.- 1840. ' On 
Sept. 16, 1861, lie marHed Harriet 
Knowles, who survives him. 

Upon tbe receipt of Lincoln’s first 
call tor troops Mr. Whitcomb went to 
Braintree, enlisted in Co. C of the 4tb 
Massachusetts Infantry, the "minute- 
men” of that day, and was given 20 
minutes in which to leave to report 
for service nt Boston. He served for 
three months in this company, and 
then in December, 1861, recnlisted in 
Co K, 1st Massachusetts Cavalry. In 
January, 1863, he was honorably dis- 
charged for disability, and returned to 
his home in South Weymouth. 

Previous to his war service be had 
been employed as a clerk in the old 
Suffolk Bank, but on Oct. 18, 1876, he 


was appointed assistant weigher at 
the Boston Customhouse. In July, 
1877, he was promoted to the position 
of inspector, which he had held ever 
since, up to the very time of his Ill- 
ness. Because of pressure of business, 
he worked all day April 19, and on his 
return home was taken ill. 

Besides being past commander of 
his local G. A. R. post, be was past 
master of Orphans’ Hope Lodge, A. F. 
& A. M., being presented recently with 
a Henry Price medal, a member of 
Pentalpha R. A. Chapter and South 
Shore Commandery, K. T., Past Grand 
of Wildey Lodge, I. O. O. F., ex-presi- 
dent of the "Minutemen of ’61” and 
one of the oldest and most active 
members of tbe Second Universalist 
Church, where he had served on the 
prudential committee, as choir direc- 
tor and as its principal bass singer. 

Private funeral services will be held 
Saturday at 2 p. m., at tne resiaence 
and at 2.30 at the Second Universalist 
Church.

If tlie temperature of 
the air is degrees Falirenlielt (cold 
enough to freeze water), if the tire is 
blown up to a pressure of 72 pounds 
a square inch, and if the rise in the 
tire’s temperature at the eud of u run 
Is degrees, the total pressure with- 
in the tube will be 78 pounds, an In-

often do»*s on a summer’s day, the rl«o

Tills is an Kaster eow stable. It 1ms 
Some features which aredlfTerent from 
other Kootl stables, some of which an* 
wt'll liked by everyone who has tried 
them out. 

■Whore the winters are cold, ns they 
are where dairying has been eonducted 
to the host advantage, ii stnlile really 
should be built for warmth In winter 
and clean, airy eotdness in summer. 

This design sometimes is lltti'd with 
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trnl nir duct to ndmil fresh nir. Orff 
this air tliict is placed it wooilcn walk, 
built of 2 hy 4 cross ph*ees. with the 
huanis nailed on lengthwise. Tlii.s 
leaves an oiienlng helwe«*n the 2 hy 4 
cross pieces for the entranee of nil 
Into the stable ilireclly In front of the 
cows' noses. 

According to the principle of warm- 
nir circulation, tills arrangement In 
llieoretlrally correct. Air Is admitteil 
In the center of the mom that Is prop- 
erty proportioned and eitise enough 
built to prevent the Influence tif out- 
side nir eurrents. The rnld nir from 
outside Is heated by the lungs and the 
holly warmth of the rows. Warm air 
will rise to the celling and spread In 
every direction. As It loads up with 
imimrltles. and ns its temperature Is 
reduced, the air becomes heavier. As 
If reaches the outer walls If de.scends 
and Is drawn througii the onllet flues 
from near the floor liehind the cows. 

rractical stable vctifllnlion must he 
studied for each building separately. 
What will work out in one stable 
would he useless in anotlier, because 
of some peculiarity in the structure. 

Tills renter horlzonlul air duct is 
worth It trial. Rcing niiiih* of con- 
crete, It may he kept perfectly clean, 
and, being often. It H less of a harbor 
for rats and mice flian some of the 
wtill air ducts that arc filaeod In stn- 
hle.s. Tills center walk Is made in 
seetlnns, so It may he lifted tifi and 
rested against the front of the manger 
while the stable Is being swejii with n 
broom or cleaned with a hose. 

Any system of stable ventllatinn re- 
quires a temperattiri* tihove .'iO de- 
grei's F. to keefi air in clreiilatlon. A 
temperature above .W may he main- 
tained In a good stable la zero weather 
hy fiaeklng the cows close enotigh to- 
gether. Tills Is, of coarse, likely to 
lead to the old iirgameat nhoat the 
amount of air space required for ani- 
mals, and this Is a subject that has 
never been settled to the satisfaetion 
of dairymen, Hut good cowmen like 
to have the air changed whether them 
Is much or little to change. These 
men make their stable celling low and 
are fiiirtlctilar to have a good-sized 
cow In each stall. 

In hiiihling these stables in the 
East, dairymen are parlleidar not to 
leavt* any ledges to hold dust. They 
use Inside ceiling without heading and 
they paint the celling In such a way as 
to fill the cracks so far as possible, so 
the ceiling Is smooth and airtight. For 
the same ren.son tlier<* an* no window 
stools.

FOUNTAIN OF NOVEL DESIGN 

Problem of Waste Water Is Solved in 

Thia Attractive Structure of Con- 
crete and Boulders. 

The drinking fountain shown in the 
Illustration has several features that 
serve to make Is distinctive. It is con- 
structed of concrete and boulders, 
rough concrete blocks, and similar ma- 
terial. 

On tlie side toward the house there 
; is a drinking fountain for tlie passer- ,

outside lilinds, painted dark green. 
This is for the pur|tose of slmltliig it 
up dark after the cows are mllk«*d In 
tlie uiurning in summer. When the 
hllnds are sliut ttie stalile is so dark 
that Hit'S will not stay in it. Dairymen 
have taken lessons from good house- 
kee|>ers iu this resp€>et. Flies will 
crawl out of a very small crack to get 
from darkiK'ss to light. You can't 
shut flies out of a cow stable, that is, 
you cuu't shut them all out ; hut it is 
possible to shut up a stable like this 
so dark tliat they will all leave it be- 
tween uiurning and evening milking 
hours. 

Of •*«»uiv«», the cows will carry flies 
In with tti«*iu when they are stabled in 
the ufteniuuu, and tliis cunuut he 
avQldi*d vexy well. However, some 
New York dairymen have dark pas- 
sageways leading to the stables, wiiere 
a good many flies are brushed off hy 
tlie attcedaut us the cows puss in. One 
duiryiiiau exjs*rlmentt*d with station- 
ary hrushes In a dark passageway, 
wliidi is an autoiiiuilo way of bru.sh- 
liig the flies off the cows as they enter 
the stuhle. 

Kasttv dairymen tisunlly are well 
supiilit-d wiili suiall liills or hunks on 
wtiicli to arrange tlulr stables, liurn- 
yards, etc. For this plan, a gently 
sloping hank, fulling away towards tlie 
south or southeast, is preferul>le. 'I lie 
north Is usually proteete*! by a group 
of tre«ai or high hoard fence. 

D'jring the la.>*t ten years stables 
luive grown ill size aud dimensions, 
l.liile Cellar windows of meager sires 
In loii«*siiiiie riiuncciion have li«“eii ilis- 
pla»'.-d by two sash windows, us care- 
rully ma<ie and adjusted as the win- 
dows in the 5ious«'.

I In tills purtieuliir stable tin* only 
suiqiort to the celling is from tlie par- 
tition uprights between the cows, 
which are cemented In the floor and 
fastened to the ceiling by screws 
tlirnugh threaded plates. A loft over a 
stable like this is not used for any 
purpose except us an air space, and 
the ulr Is cliauged hy having a window 
in each gable. The silos are placed 
between the stable and storage burn, 
with room for a feed carrier to pass 
through; Oils currier track extends the 
whole length of tbe cow stable, and 
runs far enough into the storage burn 
to loud the litter currier. 

The value of this arrangement may 
be better understood hy the study of 
one fact — that north of the forty-sec- 
ond parallel of latitude there is an 
average of only six weeks of good pas- 
ture. Tliere are droughts siuidwlelied 
In between late siiritig and early full 
frost, so that dairymen are obliged to 
sujiply manger feed for ten or eleven 
moutlis. In fact, some of the best 
dairymen don't depend on pasture, ex- 
■ cejit to have a run for the cows for 
exercise, fresli air and general health. 
<»f course, tliey want cows to get some 
, iileklng. u..'l this is necessary to In- 
duce the cows to travel about. But 
when it comes to actual feeding, the 
stable is dei>eiided U|Mm in summer ns 
w»'ll as winter. The storage of silage 
and the growing of ulful'u have brought 
uliout tlds change. 

Tlie old plan of growir g soiling 
ert>|"i is not eurrietl on to any great 
x Xtci.f ; hilior is too exjH'nslve. Silage 
and idfuifu are lietter and cheujier. At 
the same iliae, good c<iws upl'reclnte 
a I'o-d iiMce a day of green stuff.

PREPARE FOR TH E WORST 

Ex-PresidenT Taft’s Advice on Sunday to Fore 

River Shipyard Men 


Speaking Sunilay afternoon at a patriotic meeting of Korc River ship- 
yard men at Quincy former President Taft urged his audience to realize the 
seriousness of the war in which the United States is now engaged, and 
warned against a drive which Germany, may be preparing to make on the 
eastern front. 

Asserting that' it was better for this country to prepare for llie worst, he 
said that there was a certain weekness among the allies, and pointed out 
tliat, following tlie revolution, the Russian government will l»c somcwliat 
demoralized and that if tlie Kaiser’s forces arc alilc to seize tlic mineral 
and food supplies of that nation and then cITecl a separate peace, we should 
have to send many men into the Held. 

After saying that Germany liad forced us into u war for tlie welfare of 
mankind, the speaker said tliat the result of the conllict was now hinging 
on money, food an<l equipment, and in those tilings no nation was itetter 
prepared than tlie United States. He said that the enormous waste caused 
l)y tlie war could be justilied only by tlie results it brought to tlie >voild and 
that, when the United Slates slioiild send its rcpicsenlalivc.s to the peace 
board, tliis nation would 1)0 in a position to obtain justice for all nations. 
He said tliat tiie allies would llieii become practically a league to enforce 
peace. 

Hefore closing be criticized the organization of the army and scored the 
volunteer system as unjust, iindcmocralic and inellicicnt. 

The rally was held under the auspices of llic Fore River Shipbuilding 
Corporation and .losciili W. Powell, president of the corporation, wlio was 
ill tlie cliair, lliankcd tlie employees for tlieir co-operation, wlicreliy it liad 
been possible for tlie company to turn out government orders in record 
time. He tlien introduced Mayor Curley, wlio, in turn, introduced ^Ir. 
Taft, asserting tliat it was a great lliiug to be alile to serve lids nnlioii, 1ml 
greater to serve all mankind. He said lliat our citizens sometimes mistook 
“liberty” for “license” and were too jironc to criticise public ollicials. He 
said tliat Mr. Taft liad at one time siilTcred from this cause, but tliat now 
there was pcrliaps no man more lieloved liy tlic American people.

(IJ A person at the enllctl station is nlrendy talking on tlie 
line, or 

(’J) The person called is on a party line and a shIkmci ibor at 
one of llie other stations is nstiing the line, or 

(3) When all lines of a private branch exeh.'inge siibseril'cr 
arc in nse, or 

(4) When a call is made for a telephone, at which there is 
no one to answer, at the moment when 8on\eone else is 
also calling that telephone, or 

(5) A subscriber on the called lino has passed a toll call and 
the line is being held awaiting its completion, or 

(6) Tbrongli an error by the snltseriber in giving, or the 
operator in repeating, a wrong number is tested and 
found in use.

Whnt is your community doing to make 
life safe and wholesome for Its hu- 
bles?” 

But Baby Week has done more thnn 
remind people of the Importance of 
these questions. It helps people who 
are already at work on the saving of 
babies’ lives to explain to their fellow 
citizens what they are doing, and en- 
ables them to extend their efforts. It 
draws closer together the various 
agencies which have been working 
from different angles and furthers the 
co-operation which Is essential to suc- 
cess. 

Perhaps most significant of all Is the 
effect of Baby Week in small villages 
and scattered settlements and other 
places where there has been no or- 
ganized effort to meet the needs of 
babies. People have come to see, as 
few hud done before, that even in the 
fresh air and the sunshine of the open 
country many babies do not have a fair 
start in life. , 

The seven hundred villages which re- 
ported to the Children’s bureau a Baby 
Week campaign In 11 ) 10 , have faced the 
fact that every community — In city and 
country alike — has a responsibility to 
fulfill which requires thought and ef- 
fort and perseverance.

One cam- 
Iiaigii in a Soutin'rii mountain village 
was lauiiebed and carried tlirongli by 
OIK' woman idoiie. a inberenlosls pa- 
tit'iil. Sh(' arranged for nu'ctings and 
secured llli'rainre on baby care, wlileh 
was distributed in the two ston's of tin* 
town. 

or course Baliy Week can effect no 
Immediate revolutions In eommunlly 
cart', but It has provi'd an excellent 
starling point for new and pt'rinanent 
work. 

i’erhaps a visiting-nurse servlei' is 
organlzt'd. because the women of the 
community conn* to realize during 
Bah.v We('k that there is no other wav 
In which they can be Inslnieled so eas- 
ily and .so well In Ibe modern selt'iiee 
of baby cnn*. 'I'ln'.v si'c, j)erba)is more 
clearly limn befon*. tliat the mollier 
who depends on instltict and Iradilioii 
In regulating her baby's food and cloth- 
ing and s'eeping and all the details of 
the baby's day Is h(>hind the Hines. 
They see. further, that intelligent care 
not oidy will prevent Illness hut will 
simplify their own daily work. 

Or perhaps Baby Week leads to a 
determination to have complete birth 
registration In the oomnninlty, with a 
committee to carry on a test and assist 
the local officials In enforcing the hlrth- 
registratlon law. 

Or classes are started in the public 
school for the Instruetlon of girls In 
doiiK'stic science and in baby care. 

Baby Week, espeolall.v in small cnni- 
munities. Is frequently concerned with 
little chlldrt'ii as well as babies, and 
several n'pnrts tell of iirovislon for 
physical exandnation of children or of 
new interest in whob'soiiK* play. As 
one woman wrote* to llu* t’hildren's bu- 
reau aft(>r Babv Week ; 

“We feed that the danger freuu con- 
tagious diseases, the need of a strict 
quarantine, the danger from flics, bad 
milk, unclean stables, and bad farm 
sanitation nce'd publicity in rural eom- 
munities. Our whole county doe's not 
boast of one klndergarte'ii. and the* Idea 
of the value of play for childre'n, both 
young and older. Is very poorly under- 
stood. A popular proverb in these 
parts Is ‘Onl.v babies and monkeys need 
amusing.’ It was very interesting to 
.see the; play-hungry clilldren hover 
over the toy exhibit and to watch them 
a.s they listened to the primary teacher 
tell them storle.s. The young meethers 
who brought their children seemed so 
interested, and so frankly acknowl- 
edged the helpfulness of the work, that 
it seemed altogether worth while." 

And last but not lease. Baby Week 
has usually led to a better understand- 
ing of the chlld-hyglene work of the 
state health authorities. Four states 
have special child-hygiene divisions; 
and several others are doing extensive 
work for children. Nearly all of the 
states have special bulletins or lenf- 
lets on baby cure. To show parents 
how and where anthorltiitive material 
on the care of their children can he 
secured free of charge, and to make 
a cnmmnrdty eager to co-operate with 
state health oflielals in their work for 
child welfare would be by Itself u sub- 
stantial result from Baby Week.

It happened the year after the 
rule had been changed, and the 
recruit umpire not being famll- 
M lar with the change. Interpret- 
ed the play Incorrectly and a 
riot followed. At that, most of 
tho fans really did not know 
what they were kicking about 
at tho time, most of the trouble 
makers simply stirring up 
things on general principles.

Answer to Problem. 

Throwing one's glove at the ball to stop the progress of such drives 
as Hie player was unable to reacli ollierwlse was a rather common 
praetlee at one time. To eliminate this objeetlonablc stunt, the rule- 
makers imposed a severe penalty, which has practically stopped It en- 
tirely. The rule entitles the batsman to three bases on all plays where 
the fielder stops or eaiehes a Imtied ball with his cap, glove, or other part 
of Ills unifurni while detached from the proper place on his person. 
Thus, in the play ilescrlbed, instead of allowing a triple play that re- 
tired the side, all three runners should have been permitted lo score, 
and the man who hit the hall granted third base. I saw Elberfeld 
make such a play In a regular game, with two out and no one on the 
bases. It really worked to advantage, for the batter who hit the bull 
was very fast and prohahly would have made a home run, hut for the 
rule, as it seemed Impossible for the left or center fielder to reach the 
ball. Elberfeld was playing shortstop at the time.
